What Will Come After? 

All is not harmony in official circles, if sur- 
face indications are a criterion, with respect to 
the action of the federal administration’s pur- 
pose to get back from the Chemical Foundation 
the patents once of German ownership, which 
it purchased some three years ago when they 
were offered for sale by the Alien Property 
Custodian. In a matter of such grave import 
unanimity is scarcely to be expected, it is true, 
but it is possible that, as light has been thrown 
on new angles of the undertaking during the 
interval since its projection, its broad signifi- 
cance has become apparent even to those who 
at first were inclined to commend the action. 

It is a comparatively simple matter to con- 
tend that, because obtained for a consideration 
short of commensurate with their alleged 
value, the patents which the Chemical Founda- 
tion controls in trust should be regained by the 
government. <A question of fact is involved, 
and the determination of such questions offers 
no unsurmountable difficulties in present-day 
jurisprudence. But, that fact once determined 
—in favor of the government’s contention, let 
us assume for the sake of argument—what is 
the purposed relief? By whom is that relief to 
be administered ? 

Viewing the matter of the sale of the patents 
as a strictly commercial transaction—the non- 
profit participation of the present owners may 
be left aside for the time being—the logical 
conclusion would be that the seller (the govern- 
nent) should seek its remedy in the way of such 
additional remuneration as might, by compe- 
tent evidence, be determined as adequate. We 
can see no such purpose in the proceedings as 
planned, although an indication thereof may be 
disclosed when the complaint is filed. Of 
course, if fraud has been perpetrated, as is 
hinted in some quarters, in the transaction 
transferring the patents, the invalidation of 
the present ownership would be in order. But 
there is room for real healthy doubt in con- 
nection with the allegation that the sale was 
not wholly above board. Due publicity was 
given to the intention to dispose of the patents. 
The transfer was not consummated in the wink 
of an eye, the offer finally accepted being laid 
before those in position to judge its sincerity 
and the adequacy of the consideration involved, 
before the matter was closed. The disposal 
of the patents cannot logically be designated a 
forced sale which permitted an acute purchaser 
to take advantage of the situation. What re- 
mains, then, except the possible substantiation 
of the charge that, perhaps through ignorance 
of their real value, the government sold the 
patents too cheaply and the corollary, the col- 
lection of an adequate supplementary amount? 

Were it possible to look on the matter in the 
light of everyday transfers of patent rights, 
as is suggested above, the significance of the 
government’s proposed suit would be minor, 
indeed. If it were to be considered even as a 
test of the limitations of the trust entailed 
through the original seizure of the patents 
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limitations, perhaps, exceeded both in the sale 
and the purchase of patents by the government, 
it would still fall short in seriousness of the 
possibilities which hang on the indecision as to 
the final disposition of the property in question. 

With regard to those possibilities, it is not 
so much the actual return of the patents to the 
former owners which lends to the government’s 
action a significance that has to do vitally with 
American industry and the American people. 
The project has a still more serious aspect, as 
will appear when it is inquired: What will 
those erstwhile owners do with the regained 
patents? The answer to that question must be 
sought in the history of German patent rights 
in this country, a history of throttled American 
industry and usurious monopoly. 

_ There are many things to be taken into con- 
sideration in connection with any contemplated 
disturbance of existing industrially satisfactory 
conditions surrounding the use of former Ger- 
man patents in this country, and not the least is 
the fact that they are in use. It is, therefore, 
not to be wondered why doubt may be arising 
where once the idea of terminating the trustee- 
ship of the Chemical Foundation found favor. 
Apparently the matter is not to be taken for 
granted as a simple commercial controversy 
over a price. Therefore, as it must be some- 
thing fraught with widest significance, let there 
be an unqualified show of hands. . 


Statistics and Other Factors in Petroleum 


Had the statistical data on production, 
consumption and stocks of crude petroleum 
for June been available a few weeks ago 
they might well have been accepted as indi- 
cating a further strengthening of the sta- 
bility of the industry. Taken by itself, the 
record-breaking production in that morth 
could not, of course, have been considered 
an influencing factor in that regard, but the 
consequent increase in reserve stocks would 
readily have given rise to the belief that the 
bulwark of a steady petroleum market had 
been strengthened to the extent of the al- 
most nine million barrels by which stocks 
at the end of June exceeded those of a month 
earlier. Consumption showed a healthy 
growth also, passing the high mark for the 
year which had been set in May. Surely 
such testimony supported a conclusion that 
the industry continued to gain fundamental 
stability. 

Things have happened in the meantime 
which remove the process of calculating the 
stability of the industry from the abstract 
to the concrete. They fall upon theoretical 
estimates of strength—and leave nothing 
but unintelligible fragments. Last month 
we opined that recent developments indi- 
cated a lack of direct relationship between 
price as cause and industrial stability (sta- 
tistically speaking) as effect. If we might 
view the statistics for June without regard 
for intervening developments, that opinion 
would serve today. In the light of events 
of the past few weeks, the opinion requires 
a bit of transposing in its phraseology, so 
as to convey the idea that there is mighty 
little direct relationship between industrial 
stability (still speaking statistically) as 
cause and price as effect. The wholesale 
cutting of prices on crude oil in the face 
of such clear evidence of increasing stability 
allows no other conclusion. It is again ap- 
parent that the law of supply and demand 
and the correlated reserve for stability are 
rather impossible of application to petro- 
leum commercial procedure. 

Let us, however, consider June in its 
petroleum aspects—for statistics’ sake, at 
least—for it was an interesting month with 
an average daily output—to begin with— 
barrels and barrels ahead of any of its 
predecessors in the calendar of oil. In 
comparison with the preceding month, the 
average output in June showed a gain of 
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100 WILLIAM ST., NEW YORK 


0.82 per cent.—and May had been some- 
thing of a record maker in that regard. It 
exceeded the average for June, 1921, by 
12.1 per cent. The gain over May was not 
universal as to fields or States, although 
Texas alone (among the more productive 
commonwealths) shows a material diminu- 
tion. Comparing June, last, with the corre- 
sponding month of 1921, it is found that 
Kansas, Illinois, Ohio and Indiana had fall- 
en behind, the decline in the first named 
State having been more than 20 per cent. 


Comparison of the first half of the current 
year with the corresponding period of 1921 
shows a gain of 12.81 per cent. for all do- 
mestic fields. In the several main fields, 
the six months’ output compared as fol- 
lows with the first half of the preceding 
year: Midcontinent, 23.29 per cent. gain; 
Rocky Mountain, 13.68 per cent. gain; Gulf 
coast, 2.89 per cent. gain; California, 0.93 
per cent. gain; Appalachian, 6.67 per cent. 
loss ; Illinois-Southwestern Indiana, 6.73 per 
cent. loss; Lima-Indiana, 11.27 per cent. 
loss. This showing indicates improvement 
since May 31 in all but the Lima-Indiana 
and Midcontinent fields. 

On the consuming side, all fields except 
Rocky Mountain and Appalachian showed 
up better for the six months, in comparison 
with 1921, than they did at the end of May. 
The status of consumption up to June 30, 
this year, compared as follows with that of 
a year earlier: Rocky Mountain, 19.46 per 
cent. greater; Illinois-Southwestern In- 
diana, 14.4 per cent. greater; Midcontinent, 
4.25 per cent. greater; Gulf coast, 2.54 per 
cent. greater; California, 0.59 per cent. less; 
Appalachian, 2.73 per cent. less; Lima-In- 
diana, 5.07 per cent. less. , 

Considering the aggregate of all fields, 
consumption of crude petroleum—it must 
be borne in mind that this is deliveries from 
producing properties—was only 1.25 per 
cent. greater in June than in May. A gain 
of 13.19 per cent. over June, 1921, was made, 
which does not measure up to that credited 
to the preceding month. Up to the end of 
June, consumption in all fields had gained 
3.85 per cent. over 1921, a better showing 
than at the end of any preceding month. 

To ascertain the statistical strength of 
the petroleum industry in a market sense, 
it is necessary to calculate the support af- 
forded by the prevailing rate of consump- 
tion in comparison with the rate of pro- 
duction and compare this factor with an- 
other selected as normal, for statistical 
strength is wholly a relative matter. If the 
support of consumption at the end of the 
first half of 1921 be considered as normal, 
100, the relative figure for 1922 is 92.06. 
This is a gain over the factor, 90.67, calcu- 
lated for the end of May. Taking into con- 
sideration the greater reserve on hand June 
30, last, in comparison with June 30, 1921, 
the 1922 factor of relativity is reduced to 
66.9. This is not so large as that of a 
month earlier, which was 68.7. Accepting 
stocks on hand as simply a reserve for sta- 
bility, the statistical strength of the market 
June 30, 1922, indicated that the average 
price of crude oil should on that date have 
been 7.94 per cent. less than on June 30, 
1921. 

With regard to the main producing fields, 
the statistical strength of the market, cal- 
culated as above, at the end of June had 
the following respective relativities to that 
of a year earlier (considered as 100); the 
factors for May 31 being given in paren- 
theses for additional comparison: Illinois- 
Southwestern Indiana, 122.65 (116.97) ; 
Lima-Indiana, 106.99 (107.9); Rocky Moun- 
tain, 105.09 (107.66); Appalachian, 104.22 
(107.17) ; Gulf coast, 99.87 (95.89) ; Califor- 
nia, 98.49 (96.99); Midcontinent, 91.32 
(82.27).

Dear Senator:—In the course of your remarks 
on the floor of the Senate, as reported in the 
Congressional Record of July 14, you stated:— 

“Nor could Mr. Garvan have been ignorant 
of the sale of the stock and rights of the 
Heyden Chemical Works, which Mr. Palmer 
first bargained to dispose of to the Monsanto 
Chemical Works, of St. Louis, for $605,000—a 
sum so absurdly low that even the pliable Ad- 
visory Sales Committee refused to approve it— 
and the property was later sold to Allen A.

At that sale practically every large chemical 
manufacturer was represented, we, as all] others, 
being required to first deposit $50,000 with the 
Alien Property Custodian to be qualified to bid 
at this auction. As our bid of $605,000 at 
that public sale was the highest bid, the prop- 
erty was knocked down to us. 

That price, in our opinion, was the full value 
of the property at that time to an established 
chemical manufacturer, such as ourselves, who 
desired to use the property for legitimate 
chemical manufacture. A confirmation of this 
opinion of value was evidenced by the fact 
that no one bid any higher price at that sale. 

Although the property was sold to us by the 
auctioneer, the sale was rejected by the Alien 
Property Custodian on the recommendation of 
the Advisory Sales Committee, representations 
having apparently been made that if the prop- 
erty was reoffered a bid of $1,000,000 would 
be made for it. 

The property was then again

medicine. He was graduated later from 
the chemical engineering department of 
the Imperial University of Japan in Tokio. 
He then completed his education at the 
University of Glasgow and the Ander- 
sonian University, Glasgow, Scotland. 

On returning to Japan he entered the 
Department of Agriculture and Commerce 
of the Japanese Government and under- 
took to teach the Japanese farmers the 
necessity for, and use of, commercial fer- 
tilizers, and was instrumental in founding 
the Japanese Fertilizer Co. to supply the 
needs of the country. The company grew 
from a very small beginning to a capi- 
talization of approximately ten billion 
dollars. 

He then turned his attention to the sake 
industry, and brought ibout a revolution 
in that line by perfecting new methods 
and improving those already in existence 
for the brewing of this product. 

His success in his own country brought 
him to America with the Japanese fungus 
to use in place of malt. His attempts to 
supersede the malting process here was a 
scientific success but an industrial failure. 
While in financial straits, Dr. Takamine 
worked in a small laboratory in the sub- 
urbs of Chicago, and discovered takadias- 
tase. Parke, Davis & Co. undertook the 
manufacture of this product and intro~ 
duced it to the pharmaceutical trade, 
where it met such success as to put him 
on a financially sound footing again. 

Dr. Takamine came to this city in 1898 
and opened an experimental laboratory 
to work on glands, and endeavored to iso- 
late the principles of the superarenal 
gland, which he succeeded in doing in 
1900, producing adrenaline. 

In 1884 he was sent to New Orleans by 
the Japanese Government as commissioner 
to the Cotton Centennial Exposition. 
While there he wed a New Orleans girl, 
Miss Caroline Hitch, and returned to 
Tokio. 

He was a member of the Royal 
emy of Sciences and in 1915 was deco- 
rated by the Japanese Emperor with the 
Fourth Order of the Rising Sun. He was 
president of the Nippon Club and a mem- 
her of many others, including the Lotos, 
Chemists’, Drug and Chemical and New 
York Athletic. He was consulting chemist 
for Parke, Davis & Co., and president of 
the Takamine Ferment Co., Chicago; the 
International Takamine Ferment Co 
Takamine Commercial Corporation and 
other organizations. 

Dr. Takamine’s remains 
home in Passaic. N. J., where they were 
taken from the hospital, until last Mon- 
day. Then they were taken to the Nippon 
Club, where @ memorial service was held 
Monday evening. Funeral services were

William Andrew Thompson, Jr.. one of 
the vice-presidents of the Texas Co., was 
found dead in his home, 282 East Seven- 
teenth street, Brooklyn, N. Y., last Mon- 
day. His death is attributed to heart 
disease.

Lucy Pritchard Sawyer hompson; two 
sons, William and Sawyer, four sisters 
and two brothers. 

Mr. Thompson was born fifty years ago 
in Duluth, Minn.

All manner of statistics enter into the 
department’s program, production, stocks, 
prices, and_ so on, and the only expense 
which the department assumes is that of 
the necessary personnel to handle its end 
of it, the associations agreeing to bear 
all other expense of collection, compila- 
tion and distribution of the statistics to 
member and non-member competitors, 
trade journals, and any interested parties. 
Under the department’s plan associations 
may, at their option, make a reasonable 
charge for this service, but the door must 
be kept open and the figures available 
to anybody at all times. 

It is pointed out that the Department 
of Commerce has no regulatory powers, 
but is acting purely as a helper in this 
matter to assist industry and the public 
in the dissemination of statistical trade 
and industrial information. 

The proposition is hardly on its feet 
yet, Mr. Wing explained today, therefore 
he was unwilling to give a more detailed 
account of the plans. The National Lum- 
ber Manufacturers’ Association has 
already signified its willingness to enter 
into such a co-operative statistical ser- 
vice arrangement with the department, 
and some other associations, mostly in 
the iron and steel and machinery in- 
dustries. None in the chemical field has 
yet come into the fold, Mr. Wing said, 
nor have any in other lines in the Re- 
porter’s field.

The situation as regards the 
bargo seems almost hopeless to men on 
both sides of the fight who are in close 
touch with it. Senator Frelinghuysen of 
New Jersey, who has given notice of a 
motion to reconsider the vote against the 
embargo, admits that it is an uphill fight. 

Francis P. Garvan, former alien prop- 
erty custodian, fears that the embargo is 
almost dead, and that consequently the 
American dye industry will succumb. 
This country will have to go through a 
period of learning from experience, as 
some other countries have done, he be- 
lieves. 

Once the embargo is removed, Mr. Gar- 
van points out, two years‘ supply of dyes 
will be dumped into this country from 
Germany, and a number of the smaller 
dye manufacturing concerns will be 
bound to fail. After that, he predicts, 
Congress will be asked for legislation to 
remedy the situation and an attempt will 
be made to rebuild the industry from 
the ground up. 
While embargo advocates are hopeful 
changing three or four votes to sup- 
port their cause, the opposition says that 
some of its friends can get back on the 
job to swell the vote against the em- 
bargo. Senator Dillingham of Vermont is 
mentioned as one of these. 

Senator Shortridge, chairman of the 
Dye Investigating Committee, is not very 
hopeful of an embargo, although he sup- 
ports it. He indicated that not much 
progress has been made with the report 
of his committee, but that it may be a 
matter of short work when the testimony 
taken by the committee shall have been 
printed next week. However, the Short- 
ridge report will have to go to the full 
Senate Committee on Judiciary, where 
there may be more delay. 

Even if the embargo should finally get 
through the Senate, it is said that the 
fact that the Senate once voted it down 
and that the Finance Committee was so 
long about recommending will prove 
handicaps when the bill into a con- 
ference committee of the two houses.

David L. Wing is by professicn 
omist and statistician. He was born in 
Valparaiso, Chile, of American parents and 
was graduated from Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology and later had post-graduate 
work at Columbia University. In addition to 
English he has a_ working knowledge of 
French, German and Spanish and he re- 
ceived practical experience in business in the 
lumber woods of Michigan and later with 
an export firm in New York: 

in June, 1905, Mr. Wing entered the employ 
of the former Bureau of Corporations, where 
he had charge of the working up of the 
Statistics of tank wagon prices of oil. This 
material was published in the report of the 
bureau which dealt with marketing, and was 
also used by the government in the dissolu- 
tion suit against the Standard Oil Co., being 
mentioned in the Supreme Court decision as 
evidence of improper marketing practices. 

Later he had charge of work connected with 
the lumber inquiry and of various petroleum 
investigations, the published results of these 
appearing in two reports:—‘‘Conditions in the 
Healdton Oil Field’’ and ‘Pipeline Transpor- 
tation of Petroleum.’’ Late in 1915 he went 
to South America for the Federal Trade 
Commission, which had succeeded the Bureau 
of Corporations, to collect information on 
conditions which Americans had to meet in 
competition from foreign combinations. The 
Federal Trade Commission's work on this 
subject was influential in bringing about the 
enactment of the Webb export law. of 

Following his return Mr. Wing was placed 
in charge of the inquiry into the coal industry. 
During the war, in addition to this work, he

Foundation Precipitated Action

patents held by the foundation. Suit for 
royalties had to be filed by July 2, it is 
admitted, but the man referred to says 
that the foundation should have sued the 
licensees alone and not the government. 
Then after July 2, he said, the founda- 
tion could have moved to amend its suits 
so as to make the government a party 
defendant. Instead, the government wag 
named as co-defendant originally in sixty- 
odd suits filed by the foundation.

Underwood Defends Sale 


While the Alien Property Custodian and 
the Department of Justice are bending 
their energies toward the preparation of 
the suit against the Chemical Foundation, 
the sale of former German patents to the 
Foundation for $250,000 was strongly 
defended in the Senate the other day by 
Senator Underwood of Alabama, Demo- 
cratic leader of that body, but at the same 
time recognized as one of its conservative 
members. Incidentally Mr. Underwood is 
a strong friend of A. Mitchell Palmer, 
former Attorney General and former Alien 
Property Custodian. 

Speaking in support of his bill to pro- 
vide for the payment of American claims 
against Germany out of the proceeds of 
seized former German properties, Senator 
Underwood discussed the situation as re- 
gards German patents and the Chemical 
Foundation at some length. He reminded 
the Senate that Mr. Palmer, as Custodian, 
in March, 1918, asked Congress for 
authority to sell property that had been 
seized from the Germans, saying that 
with that power “the would divest the Ger- 
mans of their control of American indus- 
try.” An amendment to that effect to the 
enemy trading act was passed by Con- 
gress with only one dissenting vote. Mr. 
Underwood defended the policy then 
adopted of selling seized German proper- 
ties as a measure to injure the morale 
of the enemy.

With their help Germany 
up a great war inachine, including a chemical 
industry which dominated the world, and 
whose products of high explosives and poison- 
ous gases nearly put civilization to rout in 
the early day« of the war. In these chemical 
patents also was bound up the future of the 
medical science, with all that that means for 
the welfare of mankind. 
These patents were not property in the usual 
sense, like houses and lots and horses and 
cattle. They were privileges granted by the 
government of the United States for the pur- 
pose of promoting industry in this country. 
The purpose of granting those privileges had 
been flouted by the Germans. The spirit of our 
patent laws had been violated and our hos- 
pitality abused when the Germans took out 
patents here for the sole purpose of building 
up in Germany the great industrial and war 
machine with which it expected to subdue the 
world in 1914. It seemed to the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian—and to President Wilson, who 
gave the matter much consideration—that it 
would be highly proper to turn over these pat- 
ents to the American people for their benefit. 
To accomplish this purpose in this country 
the Alien Property Custodian did two things:— 
First, he transferred to the War and Navy 
Departments the right to use all of the patents 
on war materials—about 5,700 in number—dur- 
ing the life of the patent for a nominal con- 
sideration. He also transferred to the Navy 
Department the title to the wireless patents 
and the wireless plants which Germany had 
built in this country at Sayville, Long Island, 
and Tuckerton, N. J., for a consideration of 
$100,000, which was practically nominal. Sec- 
md, he conceived the plan of the Chemical 
Foundation, which was designed as a conduit 
through which all the German chemical pat- 
ents should flow for the general public benefit 
of the people of the United States 

The government had been using many of the 
German patents in connection with war ma- 
terials, and under the original trading with 
the enemy act it would have been compelled to 
pay royalties therefor. The action of the 
Alien Property Custodian saved the govern- 
ment from this. 


Plan Was Not Secret 


Senator went on to say 
that Mr. Palmer in his report as_Cus- 
todian, in February, 1919, gave full in- 
formation about plans for organizing the 
Chemical Foundation and selling seized 
patents to it. This plan was not con- 
summated until April 10, 1919, and dur- 
ing the preceding two months no objection 
was raised to it, although full publicity 
was given. 

“This report effectually disposes of the 
charge that there was a fraudulent con- 
spiracy on the part of those in the Alien 
Property Custodian’s office who erected 
the Chemical Foundation and sold these 
patents to it,” said Senator Underwood, 
who elaborated as follows :— 

The charge has been repeatedly made that 
Mr. Garvan, as Alien Property Custodian, sold 
these patents to himself as president of the 
Chemical Foundation. It will be seen, how- 
ever, from this report, which was made before 
Mr. Garvan became Alien Property Custodian, 
or had any thought of being appointed to that 
office, that the entire plan was devised and 
perfected and the sale made while Mr. Palmer 
was Alien Property Custodian. It was Mr. 
Garvan’s announced purpose then to resign_his 
subordinate place in the Alien Property Cus- 
todian’s office and take the presidency of the 
Chemical Foundation without salary or com- 
pensation for expenses, but on March 4, 1919, 
Mr. Palmer was appointed Attorney General 
and President Wilson, with full knowledge of 
the entire Chemical Foundation matter, made 
Mr. Garvan Alien Property Custodian. It is 
true that the actual assignment of the pat- 
ents to the Chemical Foundation was not ready 
until April 10, 1919, and it was signed by Mr. 
Garvan as Alien Property Custodian, but, as 
shown by Mr. Palmer's report, the entire mat- 
ter had been concluded and consummated: be- 
fore Mr. Palmer went out of office, and the 
signing of the papers was mere formality. 
Conspiracies to defraud are not committed in 
the open light of day. Conspiracies to de- 
fraud the government are never reported to 
Congress by the conspirators in advance. How 
ould any conspiracy be successfully charged 
here in view of the fact that the Alien Prop- 
erty Custodian, before the final act which 
transferred the property, made a full and 
complete report of his plans and purposes and 
the reasons therefor to the Congress of the 
United States, to which wide publicity was 
given at the time? 


Open Competition Safeguarded 


If the had been 
a private institution for profit the sale of 
the German patents to it for $250,000 
would have been properly the subject of 
criticism, Senator Underwood admitted, 
“for *it would have been given for a 
trifling consideration a monopoly in the 
production of chemicals.” But Found- 
ation was formed to avoid such a situa- 
tion. The Senator told the Senate of the 
Foundation’s tem of organization, 
stock controlled limitation of 
profit to 6 per issuance of non- 
exclusive licenses other details. He 
declared that “it been the only means 
of preventing monopoly and has been 
more responsible than any other cause for 
building up a great chemical industry in 
country.”

Opinion as to Purpose of Alien Property 


Custodian’s 


WASHINGTON, July 27, 1922. 

All three men who have held the office 
of Alien Property Custodian agreed to- 
day that action should be taken witout 
delay to obtain payment of the claims of 
Americans against Germany and settle- 
ment of former German properties seized 
by this government and now held. How- 
ever, Col. T. W. Miller, the present cus- 
todian, said that the views of the State 
and Justice departments should be con- 
sulted as to the best method, whereas 
A. Mitchell Palmer and Francis P, Gar- 
vah, former custodians, indorsed the bill 
of Senator Underwood providing for the 
creation of an American commission to 
settle American claims, if need be, out 
of the proceeds of seized German prop- 
erties. 

As between the two methods, 
Underwood predicted there would 
doubt that the American people would 
prefer the latter method, but Senator 
Cummins, chairman of the judiciary sub- 
committee considering the Underwood 
bill, said that Secretary of State Hughes 
would be called to give his views. Mr. 
Palmer declared that Germany would not 
be able to pay American claims she is 
obligated for unless seized properties are 
liquidated and used for that purpose. 


The Chemical Foundation matter was 
not in the spotlight at the hearing before 
the Cummins subcommittee today on the 
Underwood bill, but it was close to the 
surface of the discussion, which Mr. Cum- 
mins announced would be confined to the 
Underwood bill. Senator Underwood 
briefly advocated his bill and at different 
times during the hearing explained some 
of its provisions and purposes. After the 
hearing the committee adjourned subject 
to call. 


Treaty Rights to Claims 


Mr. Palmer said the Versailles Treaty 
provided that Germany and America 
should take care of the claims of their 
respective nationals. In addition, Ger- 
many was required to restore seized 
American property or its proceeds, and 
America reserved the rigat co retain 
seized German properties. 

Chairman Cummins said that some 
Senators favored settlement of claims by 
diplomatic means, but Mr. Palmer replied 
that Germany did not believe this would 
be done when signing the treaty. She 
turned over German property in this 
country to be held as security against 
payment of American claims. 

“We won the war and we can say 
what Germany owes,” said Mr. Palmer. 
“If she does not pay the bill we can hold 
the property. She has no right to say 
what is the amount of the bill.” ; 

If there is an excess of collateral it 
may be retained by America, but must 
be turned over to the Reparations Com- 
mission, Mr. Palmer said. To bear out 
his points, he quoted Bradley W. Palmer, 
who was connected with the working out 
of this matter at the Paris peace con- 
ference. However, B. W: Palmer ad- 
mitted America could restore such seized 
German property as it might see fit. The 
enemy trading act provided that such 
property could be disposed as Con- 
gress might determine. 

Senator Cummins said he had no doubt 
Germany gave America the right to settle 
claims against her, but he saw nothing in 
the treaty about how the amount of the 
claims shall be determined. 

Mr. Palmer said Germany requisitioned 
the property of her nationals in this coun- 
try and agreed to compensate them for 
their losses sustained in the settlement of 
claims. 

Senator Underwood pointed out that 
under his bill the German Government 
could be heard by the proposed commis- 
sion, which would act as a court and hear 
parties interested. The German Govern- 
ment could not be forced to appear, but 
she would be heard, Mr. Palmer said. He 
added that Germany is in a bad way to 
pay claims of her nationals, which ac- 
counts for the fact that German claim- 
ants are clamoring at the doors of the 
Treasury of the United States for pay- 
ment. They have no confidence in their 
own government, but do believe America 
is solvent and can pay claims at dollar 
rates in full. 

Senator Cummins said Germany, which 
had seized American property when the 
mark was worth 20 cents, is willing to 
pay off American claims with marks 
worth one-third of a cent. Colonel Miller 
said this would amount to confiscation. 
Mr. Palmer said the treaty provided Ger- 
many should “restore’ American proper- 
ties, which means to put them back to 
pre-war status or value.

Mr. Paimer memorandum

He would also provide for settlement of 
government claims against Germany, 
cluding claims of the Department of Jus- 
tice, Department of Labor, Navy and War 
departments, for expenses incidental to 
dealing with enemy aliens, and other 
matters.

“American claims from submarine 
devastations grew out of piracy and mur- 
der,”’ he said. 

Germany has sent 50,000 copies of her 
alien property custodian’s report to this 
country, said Mr. Palmer, and boasts of 
the care and alleged return of seized 
American property to owners, to build up 
sentiment for like treatment of German 
properties in this country. The reason 
is that Germany has $50 in claims here 
to $1 of American claims in Germany. 
Germany’s investments, he declared, were 
made with hostile intent. She broke into 
American banking and industrial proper- 
ties without friendship. She used these 
connections as part of her spy system in 
efforts to dominate the world. ‘ Her in- 
dustrial establishments were used as 
centers of propaganda and espionage. 
They made reports to the government 
about many things of interest for war- 
making purposes. Their files and ware- 
houses were found filled with espionage 
reports and other material useful in war. 
The heads of some establishments were 
recognized members of the German spy 
system and bore numbers therein. 


Germany Forfeited Rights 


Coming down to the patents sold to 
the foundation, Mr. Palmer said :— 

A patent is a privilege. They are used under 
a constitutional provision for promotion of the 
arts. Germany violated the spirit of the law 
and constitution. Her nationals refused to 
bui!d up industry with patents obtained here. 
Instead they were used to hold American in- 
dustry down. Germany took away our chemists 
and put them to work on the Rhine They 
kept development carefully to themselves in 
Germany. The United States can say prop- 
erly, therefore, that Germany violated the con- 
ditions under which her people obtained the 
patent privilege in this country. This govern- 
ment can say as they did in England, prac- 
tically, that there are no such things as 
patents owned by Germans here and that 
claimed German patent rights can be used by 
anybody. 

Replying to a question by Senator 
Overman of North Carolina, Democratic 
member of the subcommittee, Mr. Palmer 
estimated the value of German property 
in the hands of this government when 
he retired from the A. P. C. office at 
$700,000,000, ineluding = ships. Colonel 
Miller estimated the amount of A. P. C. 
funds now in the treasury at $165,000,000. 


Propaganda Charged by Garvan 


Francis P. Garvan agreed with Mr. 
Palmer’s conclusions and suggested that 
the commission have power to investigate 
alleged unfairness of the custodian in 
connection with seizure and sale of Ger- 
man properties. It should be able to hear 
facts about German propaganda. “She 
has the departments honeycombed with 
spies and agents,” he said. “Individuals 
cannot spend money to counteract such 
propaganda, but the commission should 
be able to learn historical facts about 
the activities of governmental officials.” 

The commission should also be em- 
powered to determine what part of the 
amounts held by this government is 
represented by war profits made by seized 
industries operating under American 
management, Mr. Garvan also argued. 
German claimants should not be credited 
with such profits or have claims for same 


recognized. 

Col. T. F. Miller, present Alien 
erty Custodian, said that there are 33,- 
000 active trusts administered by his 
office. He called attention to the fact that 
considerable seized properties have been 
returned to nationals of former Austrian 
and German territories and to American 
wives of enemies.

He agreed there ought to be 
quick action to ascertain the amount of 
American claims, 

Mr. Underwood declared that if a new 
treaty is negotiated to settle claims it 
cannot receive a two-thirds vote of the 
Senate except after a long fight. He is 
Democratic leader of the Senate. 


Underwood Bill Not in Line 
With Administration Views 


WASHINGTON, July 28, 1922. 

The Underwood bill providing for an 
American commission to consider and 
settle American claims against Germany, 
out of the proceeds of seized German 
properties if necessary, is considered by 
Administration officials to be most in- 
opportune at this time. This is laid to the 
fact that the State Department is ne- 
gotiating with Germany a method for 
settling such claims by means of a mixed 
commission. 

Officials say they have no desire to get 
into a controversy with Senator Under- 
wood or others, but it is indicated plainly 
in high quarters that the plan which the 
Administration has in prospect will be 
satisfactory to the American people. It 
is declared by cabinet officers that settle- 
ment of claims against another country 
is ordinarily dealt with by tribunals on 
which that other country has some repre- 
sentation. 

It is admitted that there are difficulties 
for the moment in Germany, but it is pre- 
dicted, in commenting on Senator Under- 
wood’s declaration that a German treaty 
providing for a mixed commission to 
settle claims cannot be ratified any time 
soon by the Senate, that Mr. Underwood 
and his conferees will find difficulty vot- 
ing against the plan that will be pre- 
sented in due time. 

The opinion Ils expressed in high Ad- 
ministration circles that the Administra- 
tion plan can be got through Congress as 
quickly as can the Underwood bill and 
that when the former is accomplished 
something will have been done with a 
fair hearing to German interests. 

Secretary of State Hughes today con- 
ferred with Senator Cummins of Iowa, 
chairman of the Senate subcommittee con- 
sidering the Underwood bill, regarding 
that measure and Administration plans, 
it is understood. The Secretary will state 
the department's views in a letter to Mr. 
Cummins probably in a day or two. 

The subcommittee has received appli- 
cations from a number of people repre- 
senting claimants, insurance companies 
concerned and others interested, for op- 
portunity to be heard on the Underwood 
bill before action is taken on it. It is 
said that full hearings will be given to 
parties interested in the subject to dis- 
cuss the Underwood bill and related mat- 
ters before the subcommittee. This indi- 
cates that prompt action on the measure 
is not likely.

Embargo on Imitations 
Sought by Drug Firms 


Protection Similar to That on 
Clocks Asked for Medicines 


and Cosmetics 
WASHINGTON, July 26, 1922. 

A partial remedy for failure of the 
Senate to date to pass dye and chemical 
embargo legislation in the general tariff 
bill is reported to be suggested by certain 
American concerns producing patented or 
trade-marked preparations in the line of 
toilet goods, drugs, and the like. The plan 
is to have inserted in the general ad- 
ministrative provisions of the tariff bill 
a proviso that if markings required by 
law are so similar to the trade name or 
trade-mark of an American manufac- 
turer as to be likely to cause deception, 
entry of imported goods so marked shall 
be denied. 

There is such a provision now in para- 
graph 368 of the metal schedule of the 
tariff t which has already been ap- 
proved by the Senate, applying to clocks 
and their parts, and similar articles, and 
proponents of a general proviso of this 
character declare that the Senate cannot 
afford to place such protection on the 
American clock industry and not on the 
American medicine industry, for example. 

Bayer Co., Lehn & Fink and other 
American concerns are reported to be ad- 
vocating extension of this principle to 
cover other classes of articles. It is said 
that if this were done it would result 
practically in an embargo against certain 
German products competing with Ameri- 
can medicinal and toilet preparations.

Tariff Reform Continues 
To Attract New Support 


WASHINGTON, July 28, 1922. 

Progress toward a more scientific 
method of dealing with the tariff is evi- 
dent in several directions. While Senator 
Jones of New Mexico, Democratic mem- 
ber of the Finance Committee, has intro- 
duced an amendment to the tariff bill to 
broaden the powers of the Tariff Commis- 
sion quite extensively, and other Senators 
are indorsing the Frelinghuysen plan for 
a scientific tariff, Senator Smoot of Utah, 
Republican tariff leader, emphasizing the 
need for granting the executive power to 
alter rates of duty to meet changing con- 
ditions, declared that if things were nor- 
mal, especially in foreign exchange, there 
are rates in the present bill that he could 
not support. 

The Jones amendment greatly broadens 
the powers of the Tariff Commission. It 
would make annual reports to Congress 
regarding commodities on which tariff 
duties should be substantially raised or 
lowered, or removed altogether. The com- 
mission would be required to recommend 
rates of duty and to give reasons in detail, 
the evidence at hand, and analysis of con- 
ditions upon which recommendations are 
based. They must further give reasons of 
public policy why changes in rates should 
be made. 

The commission wouid 
der the Jones amendment to take into 
consideration the export trade of the 
United States and specifically to ascertain 
where practicable the ratio of labor cost 
to production. They would have to find 
out domestic consumption, production, im- 
portation and other facts. 

Senator Jones says that the Smoot- 
Harding elastic tariff plan embodied in 
the tariff bill is not constitutional, and if 
constitutional, is unwi and that it has 
not universal application on the standard 
attempted to be fixed in the bill.

In common with every other indus- 
try in the country, the paint trade 
was watching the coal and railroad sit- 
uations last week and hoping for an 
early end of the strikes. It was not 
that business has been injured to any 
extent by either, but shipments have 
been interfered with to a degree, and 
undoubtedly more of a disposition to 
place orders would be manifested if 
these labor difficulties were things of 
the past. 

To a certain extent the railroad 
strike has had a tendency to hurry up 
business in that it has resulted in many 
requests for immediate shipment of 
goods that had been ordered for Au- 
gust or even September movement. 
The idea evidently is that as long as 
there is danger of delay en route it 
may be as well to have the shipments 
made as soon as possible. There is a 
general disposition to expect that con- 
ditions will become more nearly normal 
in time so as not to interfere with the 
fall demand, and indications point to 
an active business this fall in almost 
every branch of the paint industry. 

In the West some makers of mixed 
paints have announced price advances, 
but the big manufacturers in the East 
have as yet made no such move. It was 
said last week that at least one or two 
would issue new price lists for August 
which would contain advances. 
Other large producers denied that they 
were considering price changes at this 
time. Paint mixers have been doing a 
good business all over the country, and 
the active demand may be assigned as 
the reason where advances have been 
made.

There have 
been some advances in dry colors, 
forced by higher priced raw materials, 
but these have been few and far be- 
tween. Taken as a whole, the course of 
the dry color market has been down- 
ward this year, and prices are consid- 
erably cheaper than those of a year 
ago. While the demand in most lines 
has been good, there has been little 
disposition to advance prices of paint 
materials because of_this fact. 

The call for white lead keeps up as 
actively as ever, and it now seems cer- 
tain that consumption this year will 
break records. There was no improve- 
ment last week, however, in the de- 
mand for lead oxides. 

July is usually about the slowest 
month of the year in the paint material 
market, and while business this month 
has been better than it was last July, 
the trade will be glad to enter the new 
month, as fall business usually begins 
in August. Unless outside conditions 
should interfere, there is every reason 
for expecting an active fall business. 
The sooner the coal and rail strikes 
are settled the better the fall demand 
will be, for the situation is now such 
that every day these labor disputes 
continue means a slowing up of busi- 
ness, and the paint industry feels this 
as well as others. 

A great deal of building has been 
going on this month, and the July re- 
port of new construction will undoubt- 
edly be a good one, although it is not 
to be expected that the showing made 
will be as good as that of May and 
June, which were record breaking 
months. The consumption of paints on 
new construction is right at its height 
at the present time, as_ buildings 
started in the spring are now ready for 
the paint brush. The strong feature of 
the market all year has been the de- 
mand for paints for new buildings, and 
this demand promises to continue clear 
to the end of the year.

There is a little coming 
in from South America right along, Lut 
it is sold to arrive, and the murket is 
very short of supplies. There was noth- 
ing openly offering at under 1l5c., and 
some holders were asking 18c. Prices 
are twice as high as normal, but con- 
sumers see no relief in sight. 

CHALK.—There was only a nominal 
market last week. The price quoted 
was $5 per ton. 

CHINA CLAY.—The effect of the 
railroad situation is felt in this market 
to an extent, it being impossible to se- 
cure prompt movement in many sec- 
tions of the country. Locally the call 
is for imported clay, and the demand 
is about up to the season, Quotations 
on imported were $15 to $22 per ton, 
according to quality. Prime Southern 
was quoted at $16, f.o.b point of pro- 
duction. 

PUTTY.—Demand holds up well, and 
producers in this section are working 
to capacity. There was. no change in 
the tone of the market or in prices last 
week. Quotations were as follows:— 
Commercial, in tubs, $3 per 100 pounds; 
in 5-pound tins, $4.75; in 1-pound tins, 
$6.25; linseed oil, in tubs, $5 to $5.25 per 
100 pounds; in 1-pound tins, $7. 

TALC.—There have been good sized 
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arrivals of foreign tale recently, but it 
was needed, as stocks were small. The 
demand for both domestic and imported 
has been good recently and continues 
so. Domestic was quoted at $15 to $18 
per ton, French at $22.50 to $30, high 
grade French at $40 to $45, and Italian 
at $44 to $55. 

W HITIN G.—There was much the 
same sort of demand last week that 
there has been for some time past. 
Business is up to the season and the 
outlook is good. Quotations were as 
follows:—Commercial, $1.10 per 100 
pounds; gilders’ bolted, $1.15 to $1.25; 
extra gilders’ bolted, $1.25 to $1.35; 
American paris white, $1.35 to $1.45; 
English cliffstone, $1.70 to $1.90. 

ST. LOUIS, Mo., July 27, 1922. 


With the strike of both railroad employes 
and coal miners now going on, business is 
inclined to be dull and inactive, although it 
is much better than had been anticipated at 
the start of the trouble. Prevailing prices 
are about $17 to $17.50 per ton, with gilders’ 
at about $18 to $18.50. 


Varnish Gums 


There was some improvement in the 
demand for gums last week, and the 
trade is looking forward to a good fall 
season. There was little change in the 
situation in Batavia dammar and Sin- 
gapore No. 1, but the limit of the ad- 
vance in these gums seems to have 
been reached, and in the case of Singa- 
pore No. 1 both spots and futures were 
about a cent a pound cheaper than the 
recent high level. This was not because 
of any increase in available supplies, 
but because the high price had caused 
the demand to ease up somewhat. What 
importers are predicting is an advance 
in Singapore No. 2 in the near future. 
For some reason or other this grade did 
not follow when Batavia and Singapore 
No. 1 shot up, and it was still quoted 
last week at l6c. to 16%c. per pound. 
It is getting scarcer in the Far East, 
however, and while the price has not 
yet gone up, the market is hardening. 
Many importers predict the same sort 
of an advance in this grade as has been 
seen in the higher grade dammars as 
soon as the fall demand starts, and it 
is predicted that before the end of next 
month the price will be higher. This 
prediction, according to the importers, 
is based upon their advices from the 
East. 

There was a fairly good demand for 
artificial resins, which seem to be com- 
ing into more general use.

Refiners were being 
urged to start shipments as early as 
possible. 

Export demand during the week was 
not active, Fore gn buyers are in- 
clined to take the stand that lower 
crude oil must result in greater reduc- 
tions than have yet been made in 
refinery products, and are therefore 
naturally disposed to hold back to 
wait for these reductions to be made.

Crude Oil 
The most important cut made in 
crude prices last week was another 
reductior of 25c. in California. This 
Started the story that further cut- 
ting was to be expected, and the in- 
dustry was generally inclined to be- 
leve that this might be the case. 
There was, however, a general ex- 
pression of opinion that crude prices 
were too low, and that they would 
have to come back again, and the sit- 
uation was often referred to as a tem- 
porary condition. Naturally, if there 
could be a more equal parity between 
product-on and consumption estab- 
lished there would be a disposition to 
put prices of crude back to what they 
were. Just when consumption can be 
expected to catch up with production 
is a very difficult question to answer, 
however. This is the time of the year 
when consumption of gasoline is the 
heaviest, and the consumption of 
crude oil depends more and more upon 
the demand for gasoline. It does not 
seem possible that there can be any 
reduction in crude stocks this sum- 
mer, and unless there is a very great 
reduction in domestic production or 
imports from Mexico cease entirely, 
there promises to be more oil in the 
tanks at the end of the year than 
there is at the present time. The mid- 
continent field produced 23,250 barrels 
a day more for the week of July 22 
than it did the week before. The 
Southwest field showed an increase of 
20,850 barrels, and while Wyoming 
and Montana showed a slight decrease 
from the week before there is apt to 
be heavy new production reported in 
this section at any time. 

According to the figures of the gov- 
ernment there were 78 days’ supply 
of crude oil on hand at the beginning 
of last year, and at the beginning of 
this year this supply had been in- 
creased to enough to last for 136 days, 
in April revised figures show that 
there were 173 days’ supply on hand, 
and stocks today are much larger 
than they were in April. It must be 
remembered, however, that consump- 
ion is increasing Government fig- 
ures on consumption are somewhat 
misleading.

Refined Products 


It was reported last week that a 
number of small refineries in the West, 
and one or two large ones had closed 
down because they could not find a 
market for their products. These re- 
fineries had been closed some time ago, 
but started up when the price of gaso- 
line advanced at the beginning of the 
season of heavy consumption, and had 
counted on the active call for gasoline 
keeping them running at least until 
the end of the summer. Of course, 
this fact is hardly the fairest indica- 
tion of the condition of the market for 
refined products, as it is more difficult 
all the time for small independent re- 
fineries to compete with the large ones. 
However, the business in refined prod- 
ucts generally at the present time is 
not what it should be. The price of 
crude has come down to such an ex- 
tent that consumers of refinery prod- 
ucts are inclined to look for greater 
cuts in these prices than have yet 
been made. This is especially true as 
far as exporters are concerned. 

The figures will undoubtedly show 
that more gasoline was consumed in 
the United States during July than 
ever before in a single month, and 
there is every reason for expecting 
that August takings will be larger 
than those of July. This was to be 
expected, however, and there has not 
been any heavier consumption this 
summer than there was expected to 
be. The gasoline situation is some- 
what complicated by the fact that in 
some sections sharp reductions have 
been made in the tank wagon prices of 
gasoline, while in others no cut at all 
has been announced to meet the re- 
duced prices of crude oil. It is hard 
for consumers to understand why this 
should be the case. 

There has been a decided improve- 
ment in the fuel oil market, and unless 
the coal strike is settled, there prom- 
ises to be a more general use of fuel 
oil this winter than ever before. For 
a long time the coal strike has had 
little effect on this market, but at the 
present time its effect is beginning to 
be felt, and the longer the strike con- 
tinues, the greater will be the demand 
for fuel oil. 

The kerosene market is very quiet. 
This is not the reason for heavy do- 
mestic consumption, and exporters are 
inclined to hold back, waiting for a 
general readjustment of prices. The 
coal strike and the railroad strike have 
an unfavorable influence upon the 
market for lubricating oils, and out- 
side of the call for automobile lubri- 
cants it is very quiet. There was a 
routine demand in the markets for 
minor refinery products during the 
week, and as a rule prices were un- 
changed. 


Gasoline and Naphtha 


Some refiners in Oklahoma were ask- 
ing l6c. for 437 end point gasoline last 
week, but that was a little above the 
market. In point of fact, quotations 
were a shade lower than the week 
fore. The Pennsylvania refinery mar- 
ket was soft, although as a rule quota- 
tions were nominally unchanged. 
Tank wagon prices were reduced in 
many Western and some Southern 
States, but no reductions were an- 
nounced in the East. The fact that the 
demand for gasoline has not been up to 
expectations in some instances has

Kerosene 


Refinery prices of kerosene declined 
about \c. a gallon last week. There 
was a decline of that amount both in 
Pennsylvania and Oklahoma, The 
market was a quiet one, and there has 
been improvement in the demand at 
the refineries since prices have com- 
menced to come down. Exports are 
not. showing much interest at the 
present time, either in the local or 
the Western markets. Domestic de- 
mand is entire routine in its nature.

Gas and Fuel Oils 


There was a bullish sentiment in the 
fuel oil market last week. For a long 
time the coal strike had little pre- 
ceptible effect on the fuel oil market, 
but it has now continued so long that 
more and more fuel consumers are 
considering the possibilities of oil. 
There was a stiffening of fuel oil 
prices in the West last week. The ad- 
vance in the East came some time ago, 
and was based not upon an increased 
demand, but upon the tales of salt 
water in the Mexican wells. Much 
depends upon how long the coal strike 
will last. It is safe to say, however, 
that many who will be forced to burn 
oil will not go back to coal even when 
it obtainable as long as the price of 
fuel oil is as low as is justified by the 
present cost of crude oil. The rail- 
road strike is reducing the consump- 
tion of fuel oil to an extent as roads 
that burn it are not running as many 
trains as they were, but the decrease 
is not serious enough to have any 
effect on the market. 

Bunker oi] at the ports is still high 
when compared with the price of fuel 
oil in the interior, but there was some 
improvement in the local demand. At 
southern ports it is said to be possible 
to buy bunker oil considerably under 
quoted prices. 

There was little doing in gas oil. 
Consumers are not worried about 
future supplies, and the price asked in 
the local market is higher than gas 
oil was sold at earlier in the year, when 
crude oil prices were higher than they 
are at present,

Pay U.S. Good Revenue 


WASHINGTON, July 25, 1922. 

Royalties received from the production 
of minerals on leased public lands are be- 
coming quite an important item of fed- 
eral revenue, according to the United 
States Bureau of Mines, which reports re- 
ceipts totaling $5,766,507 to June 30 from 
the production of oil, gas and natural 
gasoline in the States of Wyoming, Mon- 
tana and California. Oil and gas royal- 
ties are now being reported in_ excess of 
half a million dollars per month, receipts 
for June amounting to $565,199. Of this 
amount, $295.147 is credited to Wyoming, 
$250,297 is credited to California and 
$19,755 to Montana. Roy: alties from the 
production of oil amounting to $550,708 
constitute the bulk of the June receipts. 
Royalties on gas amounted to $11,719, and 
on natural gasoline were $2,771. 

To the end of June 7,889 oil and gas 
prospecting permits and 297 leases had 
been received by the Bureau of Mines 
from the General Land Office. There were 
311 producing oil wells on government 
leased land and 72 wells were being 
drilled. 

The oil and gas section of the General 
Land Office received during June 341 new 
applications for permits under sections 
13 and 20 of the mineral land _ leasing 
law, according to George R. Wickham, 
acting commissioner. 

During June 1,500 applications received 
consideration. Final disposition was made 
of 578, 343 permits being granted, and 
235 applications finally rejected and 
closed. Applications rejected subject to 
the right of appeal numbered 314, and 18 
were transmitted to the Secretary of the 
Interior on appeal. On cases heretofore 
appealed departmental decisions were ren- 
dered, resulting in 11 cases being af- 
firmed, 18 reversed and 3 modified. Secre- 
tary Fall also approved 19 assignments 
of permits and rejected one. During the 
month 208 applications for extensions 
were granted, 2 were denied and 9 per- 
mits were cancelled. 

Up to June 1 the General 
had received 926 applications 
involving lands located in the 
of Alaska. 28 of which are based on al- 
leged preference rights under section 22 
of tne act; 915 were filed in the Juneau 
Land Office and 11 in the Fairbanks of- 
fice.

South American Fields 
Attract U. S. Oil Folk 


WASHINGTON, July 25, 

There is more evidence recently 
large American oil companies are look- 
ing to South America as a field for future 
development Colombia and Venezuela 
especially are regarded as not unlikely 
to be among the next large oil fields to 
be opened. 

In order that work may 
efficiently in Latin America 
in this country are doing two things in 
particular. First, they are planning co- 
operation or combination under which 
American oil interests can present a 
united front in that part of the world 
and thus compete better with British and 
other foreign oil capital than would be 
possible if Americans divided into a num- 
ber of different camps, or companies. 
Secondly, tae American interests are get- 
ting all possible information about oil re- 
sources and oil laws of South American 
countries. American interests’ repre- 
sentatives are here engaged in this task. 

In planning co-operation or combina- 
tion, American oil companies have to bear 
in mind the necessity of meeting the laws 
of foreign countries. They propose to 
profit, if possible, by experience gained 
in Mexico. There, it is said, ten or twelve 
American oil companies entered the field 
in competition with each other The 
Royal Dutch and Eagle British interests 
sat back and laughed at fhem, figuratively 
speaking, while large sums were spent 
by each American company for pipelines, 
telephone lines, roads, and so on. It is 
proposed that such work shall be done 
jointly or by the proposed combination of 
American interests in other countries, 
thus reducing expenses. 

A combination of some kind has been 
talked of for some time among the 
American companies operating in Mexico, 
but Mr. de la Huerta, Mexican Secretary 
of Finance, told friends here recently that 
he had not heard anything of it.

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Japanese Petroleum Interests 
Unite to Resist Foreign Firms 


TOKIO, Japan, June 26, 1922. 

American importers’ new drive for mar- 
ket expansion has induced Japanese re- 
finers and importers, who have been fight- 
ing one another, to unite and resist for- 
eign firms’ invasion. Japanese interests 
have made a price agreement which they 
will observe in their wholesale business 
to repress their own competition. 

Japanese field owners and refiners and 
Japanese importing firms who started 
their conference for making peace at the 
beginning of last week under auspices of 
the joint sales agency for independent 
oil men saw at once the importance of 
being united against American import- 
ers, for as a result of exchange of in- 
formation as regards provincial markets 
they found the Standard Oil Co. of New 
York and the Texas Co. had gained a 
large place in the markets in some in- 
dustrial and fishing towns by selling their 
light oil and machine oil at lower prices. 
Friday, June 23, when they met again, 
they arrived at a decision to make a 
price agreement as regards light oil which 
those American firms are selling at lower 
prices. 

According to a 
Japanese oil firms 
their prices according to 
their respective products, and in all whole- 
sale dealings the fixed prices will be 
rigidly followed, no shading to be done. 
The new quotations announced simul- 
taneously were 0.20 yen to 0.30 yen above 
going prices in the market at that date. 

A prominent petroleum refiner here who 
is one of the signatories of the new price 
agreement said in an interview with your 
correspondent this morning that the 
agreement was intended to stop the com- 
petition at least in one corner of the 
petroleum market, for American firms 
which had been underselling Japanese 
firms it was hoped would follow the new 
step taken by Japanese interests for the 
restoration of peace in the market. How- 
ever, the conditions of the market since 
indicate that the forefgn firms are indif- 
ferent toward the price agreement not 
signed by them, their free sale being con- 
tinued. Japanese firms feel accordingly 
a serious menace and the practice of price 
shading or rebate granting is not given 
up in spite of that agreement. Peace in 
the market is far from having been re- 
stored. If ever, it will be considerable 
time before it is. 
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New Zealand’s Oil Imports 


Imports of petroleum and _ petroleum 
products into New Zealand during 1921 
were somewhat larger than during 
the preceding year, it is stated in Com- 
merce teports, but decreased consider- 
ably during the first quarter of 1922, as 
compared with the corresponding period 
of 1921, according to New Zealand official 
statistics. Gasoline, benzine and closely 
related products make up the bulk of the 
mineral oil imports into New Zealand, and 
receipts of this classification during 1921 
totaled over 19,000,000 imperial gallons 
(1 imperial gallon equals 1.2 United 
States gallons). This amount represents 
an increase of some 1,000,000 gallons over 
the 1920 figure, the decrease in the im- 
ports of benzine and gasoline being more 
than offset by the increased amount of 
other motor spirit received. During the 
first three months of 1922 ,however, there 
was a sharp decline in the imports of 
this class of products, only about 3,750,- 
000 gallons being received as compared 
with some 6,100,000 gallons during the 
corresponding period of 1921. 

Kerosene imports of over 4 
perial gallons in 1921 were slightly 
than the 1920 receipts, and a still 
ther proportionate decrease appears in the 
figure for the first three months of the 
present year. During the latter period 
876,620 gallons of kerosene were imported, 
against 906,876 gallons during the first 
three months of 1921.

Oil and Fat Purification 


British patent No. 172,923 is concerned 
with a process for purifying oils and fats 
by the formation of insoluble soaps with 
the contaminating impurities,

with a base such as lime 
or zine oxide which precipitates the free fatty 
acids as insoluble soaps. Small quanttiies of 
insoluble soaps of fatty acids of high molecular 
weight are also added to produce a precipitate 
of suitable consistency. Suitable additions are 
the lime soaps of coconut or palm oil, tallow or 
hydrogenated fats and oils. 


Aluminum Salts 


British patent No. 172,944, assigned to 
the Aktieselskabet Labrador, is concerned 
with a process of making aluminum salts, 
with particular reference to the removal 
of iron from impure solutions of alumina. 

Solution of alumina in mineral 
treated with a neutralizing agent in 
ence of iron oxide which acts as a catalyst. 
After the iron oxide is spent it may be re- 
activated by treating with dilute acids or with 
an acid solution of alumina which contains 
more acid than is required for the complete 
precipitation of the iron present. The activat- 
ing may be combined with the dis-

Anthracene Purification 


sritish patent No. 172,966, assigned to 
the Chemische Fabrik in  Billwaerder 
vorm. Hell & Sthamer A. G., is concerned 
with a process of purifying anthracene by 
distillation under ordinary or reduced 
pressure, with gas oil, petrolatum oil or 
Similar petroleum hydrocarbons of boiling 
point 260 to 315 deg. C., 

Anthracene of 73 to 80 per cent. purity crys- 
tallizes out from the distillate, and by a repe- 
tition of the process anthracene of 90 per cent. 
purity may be obtained. As the distillation pro- 
ceeds further quantities of oil may be added 
to the distillation mixture to prevent over- 
heating. 


Nitric Acid by Synthesis 


British patent No. 172,979, assigned to 
the Officine Elettrochimische Dr. Rossi, is 
concerned with an improvement in the 
process of manufacturing nitric acid from 
ammonia.

dilute nitric acid in towers and the remainder 
is liquefied by refrigeration. After a prelim- 
inary cooling, during which no condensation 
takes place, the gases from the furnace are 
passed through cooled coils to remove as much 
of the water as possible. The uncondensed 
gases then enter towers fed with water or the 
dilute acid obtained above. Before the un- 
absorbed gases are liquefied they are dried by 
treatment in one or more washing towers with 
liquid nitrogen peroxide. The acid obtained by 
the absorption of the nitrogen oxides in dilute 
nitric acid is treated finally with the liquid 
nitrogen oxides obtained by refrigeration of the 
unabsorbed gases. 


Phenol Antiseptics 
British patent No. 172,993 is concerned 
with preparations made with thymol and 
other higher phenols, which are used as 
antiseptics, particularly in the preserva- 
tion of food. 

These higher phenols and alcoholic, aldehydic 
and etheric bodies of the aromatic or terpene 
groups which are constituents of essential oils 
are mixed with propyl, butyl and other higher 
aicohols or the corresponding aldeh.des and 
ketones. The mixtures may be atomized for 
use as antiseptics in ventilation, or may be 
used in the form of emulsions to which a pro- 
tective colloid, such as soap, may be added. 

Butyric Acid 
British patent No. 173,004 is concerned 
with a process of making butyric acid 
from butyric alcohol by the aid of copper 
catalysts.

catalysts The products are condensed and 
fractionated and the aldehyde obtained is oxid- 
ized to butyrie acid by treating it in the liquid 
state with air or oxygen in the presence of 
a catalyst such as manganese dioxide. 


Sulphuric Acid 
British patent No. 173,060 is concerned 
with a process and apparatus for making 
sulphuric acid. 

A gaseous mixture of sulphur dioxide, 
oxide or other higher oxide of nitrogen, and 
air or oxygen is heated to a temperature be- 
tween 200 and 400 deg. C. The resulting com- 
pounds produced by the union of sulphur tri- 
oxide and the nitragen oxides are absorbed in 
concentrated sulphuric acid. Sulphuric acid is 
liberated and the nitrogen oxides are recovered 
for reuse by treating this solution with water, 
equivalent to the sulphur dioxide used 

The apparatus comprises a preheater through 
which the sulphur dioxide and air are passed, 
a packed tower where the reaction products 
are absorbed in sulphuric acid which irrigates 
the apparatus, and a receiving vessel which is 
maintained at such a temperature that the solu- 
tion is decomposed and sulphuric acid is lib 
erated, when water is added.

Manganese Violet 


German patent No. 344,156, assigned to 
Bayer & Co., is concerned with a process 
for manufacturing manganese violet by 
melting together manganese dioxide with 
ammonium phosphate and _ phosphoric 
acid, 

Water is excluded in the process and a 
high concentration of phosphoric acid is 
employed. If a part of the manganese is 
replaced by iron, the product assumes a 
bluish color. An example is given where- 
in 20 parts by weight of manganese diox- 
ide and 25 parts of ammonium phosphate 
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are mixed very thoroughly with 80 parts 
of syrupy commercial phosphoric acid 
(specific gravity 1.75). The mixture is 
heated until a pure violet melt is ob- 
tained. This is poured into an excess of 
water and cooked until completely dis- 
solved. A fine precipitate of manganese 
violet falls to the bottom and is washea 
free from phosphoric acid. 


Alcohol from Lithium Formate 


British patent No. 173,097, assigned to 
the Badische Anilin und Soda Fabrik, is 
concerned with a process of formation of 
lithium formate and its subsequent de- 
composition to give alcohol, acetone, for- 
maldehyde and so on.

United States patent No. 1,404,511, as- 
signed to the Ally Co., Ine., is concerned 
with a composition which is used to pre- 
vent the rusting of metals. It consists of 
a mixture of bituminous paint, 74 per 
cent. ; evaporating oil, preferably kerosene, 
10 per cent., and fuel oil, 15 per cent. 


Well Caring Cotting Tool 


United States patent No. 1,406,853, as- 
signed to the Ingersoll-Rand Co., is con- 
cerned with a casing cutting tool consist- 
ing of a barrel, adapted to be rotated in 
a well casing, and oppositely arranged 
cutters which are mounted transversely 
on this barrel. 


Ammonia Alum 


Norwegian patent No. 32,548 is con- 
cerned with a process of making ammo- 
nia alum from aluminum sulphate solu- 
tions which contain iron. 

After ammonium sulphate has been added to 
these solutions in excess, a base is added in 
such proportion that the iron oxy-sulphate, 
which is present in the solution, remains be- 
hind in the mother liquor in a dissolved con- 
dition after the alum has been crystallized 
out. 


Glycol and Formaldehyde 


German patent No. 334,615, assigned to 
the Plausons Forschungsinstitut G. m. b. 
H., Hamburg, is concerned with a process 
of obtaining formaldehyde and glycol by 
the action of ozonized air on ethylene. 

Ethylene or gases which contain ethy- 
lene are mixed with ozonized air or ozon- 
ized oxygen. The mixture is then led 
through heated towers in the presence of 
steam or finely atomized water. The 
products which are obtained from this 
reaction must be removed immediately 
from the influence of the ozone.

German patent No. 345,684, assigned to 
the Leim Industrie G.m.b.H., is con- 
cerned with the preparation of a casein 
glue which is stable in water. 

The addition of a amount of barium 
peroxide to the ordinary solution of casein in 
lime or other alkali salts makes the glue 
stable in water. A typical composition is as 
follows:—7’ parts of casein are mixed with 17 
parts of lime and 8 parts of alkali salts, and 
1.5 parts of barium peroxide are added.

Independent Oil Interests 
Plan Refiner-Jobber Pact 


CHICAGO, July 27, 1922. 
President Nicholas of the Na- 
Petroleum Marketers’ Association 
designates as possibly ‘‘the most impor- 
tant meeting ever held in independent 
oildom,” has just been called by the as- 
sociation, to be held at the Hotel Muehle- 
bach, Kansas City, July 31. It will be 
a conference with members of the West- 
ern Petroleum Refiners’ Association 
relative to a mutual agreement for the 
conduct of their joint business, the re- 
fining and sale of petroleum products. 

Representative refiners are expected to 
submit a proposal covering the terms of 
a joint agreement regarding marginal 
contracts between refiners and jobbers 
based on a fair and adequate margin to 
begin with and subject to most flexible 
and reasonable advances and declines 
with the tank wagon market, including a 
profit-sharing agreement when the tank 
wagon market advances and crude costs 
remain the same. The present idea is 
that this proposed agreement shall ob- 
tain for a period of two years or for a 
term to be determined upon. 

This meeting is the result of efforts 
made by Presidents Moore of the refiners 
and Nicholas of the jobbers to arrive at 
some method of providing a reasonable, 
safe and profitable plan for the refiner 
and jobber to work together. Recent 
happenings in the industry have proved 
that each needs the other and a perma- 
nent basis must be found for mutual 
helpfulness, in short, some grounds for 
a permanent alliance of the independent 
interests. If this is accomplished it is 
expected to result in welding the two 
branches of the independent industry into 
solid body that will make the future 

independent oildom brighter than 
seemed for a long time.

Petroleum Tariff May Be 


Advocated in the Senate 
WASHINGTON, July 27, 1922. 

Senator Harreld of Oklahoma is re- 
ported preparing to make a fight for a 
duty on petroleum when the free list pro- 
vision of the tariff bill is reached. He is 
reported also to have made some converts 
to his cause. Senator Ransdell of Louis- 
iana, Democrat, for instance, is reported 
to be preparing a speeca in support of a 
duty on oil. 

Representatives of the fertilizer indus- 
try are disturbed by the action of the 
Senate this week in agreeing to a duty 
of 1 cent per pound on the fabric enter- 
ing into bags of jute and other vegetable 
fiber, such as are used for shipping fer- 
tilizer. This duty will amount to a tax 
of $800,000 a year on the fertilizer in- 
dustry, it is said.

Independent Oil Interests 
Plan Refiner-Jobber Pact 


CHICAGO, July 27, 1922. 
President Nicholas of the Na- 
tional Petroleum Marketers’ Association 
designates as possibly ‘“‘the most impor- 
tant meeting ever held in independent 
oildom,” has just been called by the as- 
sociation, to be held at the Hotel Muehle- 
bach, Kansas City, July 31. It will be 
a conference with members of the West- 
ern Petroleum Refiners’ Association 
relative to a mutual agreement for the 
conduct of their joint business, the re- 
fining and sale of petroleum products. 

Representative refiners are expected to 
submit a proposal covering the terms of 
a joint agreement regarding marginal 
contracts between refiners and jobbers 
based on a fair and adequate margin to 
begin with and subject to most flexible 
and reasonable advances and declines 
with the tank wagon market, including a 
profit-sharing agreement when the tank 
wagon market advances and crude costs 
remain the same. The present idea is 
that this proposed agreement shall ob- 
tain for a period of two years or for a 
term to be determined upon. 

This meeting is the result of efforts 
made by Presidents Moore of the refiners 
and Nicholas of the jobbers to arrive at 
some method of providing a reasonable, 
safe and profitable plan for the refiner 
and jobber to work together. Recent 
happenings in the industry have proved 
that each needs the other and a perma- 

basis must be found for mutual 
helpfuiness, in short, some grounds for 
a permanent alliance of the independent 
interests. If this is accomplished it is 
expected to result in welding the two 
branches of the independent industry into 
a solid body that will make the future 
of the independent oildom brighter than 
it has seemed for a long time.

Crude drugs showed this 
quality. Demand for them also 
reported to be comparatively light, 
but the limited extent of inquiry 
failed to tempt sellers into the field of 
price cutting It was generallly felt 
that .buyers would not come in at any 
price for quantities above absolute 
necessity, and hence cutting of levels 
would only work to disorganization of 
the market, which has passed through 
a most trying period of that kind of 
activity. It now established on a 
basis closely related to supply and de- 
mand plus replacement costs. 

In the matter of first costs, 
abatement of recent conditions was 
noted. New York continued one of 
the cheapest markets in the world, a 
fact which kept dealers to the policy 
of buying here instead of in primary 
markets—and which also, of course, 
simply worked for the reduction of 
stocks and placed the market, poten- 
tially at least, in stronger position. 

Fine chemicals were less clearly de- 
fined as to price tendency, but experi- 
enced a fairly even demand which was 
due to immediate needs from some 
consumers anticipating difficulty in 
getting shipments when fuel and food 
have the right of way. Pricewise, the 
market was still undershot with price 
shading to meet especial conditions of 
competition, save for an advance in 
coumarin. While no important re- 
visions were announced by manufac- 
turers, it was admitted that values 
were not firm and that competition was 
a most active factor in undermining 
prices in the instances of individual 
orders 

Leading crudes, such as_ bismuth 
metal, quicksilver and crude iodine, 
were firm. In quicksilver, particularly 
steady conditions obtained and some- 
what higher prices were paid for job- 
bing quantities. Crude iodine recently 
advanced and held gain last week. 
Bismuth metal was similarly situated. 

Among speculative articles, menthol 
succeeded in holding its own in Japan 
and on spot, although competition oc- 
casionally succeeded in breaking local 
prices slightly. Speculation has been 
pretty thoroughly eliminated from 
quinine, although occasional sales be- 
low the market were made by holders 
of Japanese goods. 

Perhaps special mention ought to be 
made of coumarin, in which shortage of 
prompt delivery goods has advanced 
prices and placed producers behind in 
deliveries. This situation has made 
prompt delivery supplies somewhat 
hard to negotiate

ALCOHOL. perhaps, 
a little less active last week so far 
industrial alcohol was concerned. Un- 
dertones continued firm, however, and 
producers indicated confidence in the 
future. In some distilleries coal short- 
age has been felt, but no important 
plant has been forced to curtail pro- 
duction or close down entirely. How- 
ever, in several reserves of fuel are 
conservative and long continuation of 
the present strike would unquestion- 
ably be a bullish factor in price de- 
velopments. 

In the meantime, recently acquired 
improvement and strength has been 
retained, despite the more quiet move- 
ment of orders to the spot. Ethyl 
alcohol was steady and so far as pro- 
duction is concerned the situation 
paralleled that in denatured alcohol.

conditions in the market 
for industrial chemicals have under- 
gone modification during the _ past 
week. Unexpected strength developed 
in some items, while’ others displayed 
the weakness so much in evidence dur- 
ing recent months. The upset indus- 
trial situation which has been re- 
garded apprehensively in many quar- 
ters has, if anything, precipitated a 
small buying rush. Late in the week 
there was a better inquiry for chemi- 
cals than in the whole preceding week. 
The broadening aspect of inquiries in 
the face of railroad troubles and other 
disturbances indicated confidence in 
fundamental conditions. The average 
of trading so far this summer has been 
much greater than for the correspond- 
ing period last year. Factors could see 
nothing ahead to halt the progress 
toward normality. 

Steady inquiry for large lots of 
white arsenic, which was a feature of 
the week, resulted in the highest 
prices for spot goods so far this year. 
Sales of important quantities were 
made at fully “4c. above the previous 
close. There has not been a great 
deal of inquiry for forward shipments. 
The demand is for the moment, and 
consumers are unable to wait for ar- 
rivals. Goods now in transit will ar- 
rive too late to be of much help to in- 
secticide makers, it is feared, so that 
in order to finish up the season utili- 
zation of spot stocks has been under- 
taken. At the same time, there has 
been some prudent looking ahead, and 
some large consumers have already 
engaged the next season’s supply, as it 
is being predicted on all sides that 
there will be little at best and that 
prices will undoubtedly rule high dur- 
ing the coming year. Production this 
year fell far behind, and the threat- 
ened dumping of foreign arsenic on 
the local market at low prices dis- 
couraged those connected with the do- 
mestic output. Consequently, when 
foreign shipments failed to materialize 
it was too late for domestic produc- 
ers to provide needed supplies. Also 
prices were not regarded as favorable, 
which led to only half-hearted efforts 
to supply the consuming trades. The 
insecticide season proceeded slowly 
until June, when buying set in in dead 
earnest. Almost at once the need for 
raw material was shown. Since then 
arsenic has been advancing, blue 
vitriol has been practically off the spot 
market, while makers of bordeaux 
mixture, arsenates of lead and lime, 
and sulphur solution have been 
swamped with orders. 

Alkalies displayed exceptional ac- 
tivity. The only falling off in the vol- 
ume of business in caustic soda has 
been in exportation. Prices have de- 
clined, due to the dullness in that di- 
rection. A feature of interest has 
been the shipment of a lot of bleach- 
ing powder to Scandinavian coun- 
tries. Quite a scarcity of bleach ex- 
ists in Europe, which accounts for the 
smallness of shipments to this counu- 
try. The fact that domestic producers 
have been able to export should be 
considered an important trade achieve-

AMMONIA FLUORIDE. — Demand 
was along steady lines, with only one 
producer left in the field, and sales at 
23c. per pound of regular occurrence. 
Some imported was to be had at that 
price also, but replacement prices were 
so high now that it was unlikely much 
more would be received in the country. 

AMMONIA PERSULPHATE.—There 
is only one maker at the present time, 
and as there was nothing to be had 
from that source, the market was in a 
nominal position.

CALCIUM ARSENATE.—Ten car- 
loads were taken out of the market 
during the past two weeks to satisfy 
the demands of cotton growers in Geor- 
gia. In the southern part of the state 
the crop is already in, but the northern 
portions were at the crucial point. As 
soon as the crop is in the need for 
arsenate will diminish rapidly as it is 
not extensively used in other crops. 
Makers quoted at llc. to 13c. per pound. 

COPPERAS.—Sales were reported in 
increasing volume. Quotations were 
steady at $15 per ton in bulk; $17 in 
bags, and $19 in barrels. Supplies on 
spot were small and narrowly dis- 
tributed. Imported was around $1 per 
100 pounds when it could be had. 

ETHYL ACETATE.—Supplies were 
in good volume, but the market was 
in a much steadier position than it has 
been for a long time. Factors were 
intent on holding prices at present 
levels of 60c. to 65c. per gallon, ac- 
cording to quantity. Demand has been 
along quiet lines, but the elimination 
of large surplus stocks has reacted 
favorably on the tone. 

FERRIC CHLORIDE.—Crystals were 
in small request and the market weak 
at 7%c. to 8%c. per pound. There were 
not very extended spot stocks, but lack 
of sustained demand has led to the 
lower prices. Liquid was completely 
neglected. The price was 5c. to 6c. per 
pound. 

GLAUBER’S SALT.—Domestic was 
not available in good volume. There 
has been less production during the 
hot weather, and the accumulation of 
supplies has been lessened. It was just 
as well, as demand has not been good. 
Imported material was plentiful enough 
but the quality was frequently poor 
and prices ranged from very low levels 
to 75c. to 90c. per 100 pounds, in bags. 
A car lot was to be had at 55c., but 
was off-color. Domestic was from 
$1.15 in bags and $1.25 to $1.50 in bar- 
rels. Not much of the foreign comes 
in barrels, and such as was to be had 
was of good quality and quoted $1. 

LEAD ACETATE.—There has been 
no trading of consequence in acetate. 
Supplies were heavy and widely dis- 
tributed over the market, that re- 
ports of prices being shaded from 
official levels probably had a good deal 
of truth in them. The range was as 
follows, per pound:— Brown _ broken, 
9¥%c. to 10%c.; white broken, 10c. to 
114%c.; white crystals, 10\%4c. to 11)4e., 
and granular, 10%4c. to 11%ce. 

LIME ACETATE.—The market un- 
derwent the usual routine round. There 
has been some export demand, but 
domestic demand has not yet picked 
up to any extent. There was a better 
inquiry from acid makers, but actual 
orders have not shown much gain over 
the run of recent periods. There has

been some dissatisfaction expressed 
over the latest advance, which brought 
the price of $2.35 per 100 pounds, as it 
was felt in some quarters that a bad 
effect might result on trading. This 
especially at a time when business was 
just beginning to expand. 

LIME SULPHUR.—Solution has not 
been in active request. The active de- 
mand is over for the present season, 
but makers stated that small orders 
came to hand freely and aggregated a 
respectable total The quotation was 
from 15c. to 18c. per gallon. 

MAGNESIUM CHLORIDE.—The low 
price at which imported material could 
be had and the good quality of offer- 
ings has resulted in domestic produc- 
ers losing a large part of current 
trading. Consumers of smal quanti- 
ties have been taking supplies from 
importers on account of the cheapness. 
Domestic was quoted by makers at $36 
to $38 per ton in barrels, whereas the 
imported was $27 to 28. 

NICKEL SALT.—Increased demand 
for small quantities indicated that 
platers were again taking supplies. 
That trade appears in the market at 
irregular intervals and after a little 
brisk buying retires. Quotations of 
domestic producers were lic. per pound 
for both single and double salts, while 
imported could be had at 10c. Sup- 
plies of imported were small and avail- 
able from only one or two sources. 
The high cost of shipping to this coun- 
try has automatically eliminated it. 

PHOSPHORUS. — Nothing better 
than 25c. per pound was heard on 
imported red phosphorus, but it was 
claimed that a firm bid for white could 
be filled at 23c., although quotations 
were not under 25c. The market was 
extensively stocked und demand poor. 
Domestic producers quoted the red at 
45c. and the white at 35c. Sesquisul- 
phide was 40c. to 42c. 

POTASH CAUSTIC— The market 
for imported was firmer fundamentally 
but there was at least one car lot of 
distressed 88 to 92 per cent, on the 
market that was offered at considerab- 
ly under current levels. It was stated 
that a bid for the lot would have re- 
sulted in a price as low as 5'4%4c. None 
of the large dealers quoted under 5c. 
to 6c. per pound, and in one instance 
the price had been raised to 5%c. One 
car lot was sold at 5%c. Spot supplies 
were not heavy, and indications were 
for higher prices abroad. It was pos- 
sible to locate supplies under 5%c.,c.i.f. 
for shipment, and in some instances 
quotations were 5'4%4c. Of course, there 
has been some speculation, and the 


distressed lot previously mentioned 
was the result of injudicious buying 
on part of dealer who lacked the funds 
necessary to carry it. Domestic pro- 
ducers continued to quote at 8Gq at 
works. 

POTASH CARBONATE. — Demand 
for 96 to 98 per cent. was much heav- 
ier and prices have advanced fraction- 
ally as result of the revival of demand. 
Quotations at the close stood 6'4c. to 
6%c. per pound, with demand going 
strong and replacement costs mount- 
ing. Factors did not think goods could 
be brought here now from abroad at 
much under 7c. Other grades were 
also in a firm position, but had not 
advanced any. Calcined 80 to 85 per 
cent. was 4i%4c. to 5c. The hydrated 
was very scarce and the market prac- 
tically controlled by one factor who 
quoted at 6\4c. to 6%c. There has been 
a fair inquiry for it, but demand did 
not approach that for the 96 to 98 per 
cent. calcined. 

POTASH CHLORATE.—Under 6\c. 
per pound could not be done on spot 
for imported ‘last week. Sale of a car 
lot at that price was noted, but at the 
close most of the sellers asked 6c. 
upwards. Demand was much better 
towards the end of the week. Spot 
stocks were not large. Domestic pro- 
ducers quoted at 8c. at works. 


POTASH CYANIDE.—Spot holdings 
were confined to one factor who quoted 
50c. to 55c. per pound, and reported 
only a limited consumptive demand. 
The absence of stocks has given a firm 
tone despite dullness. Replacement 
costs were estimated around 55c. 

POTASH PERCHLORATE, — Had 
not been much in the limelight. Sup- 
plies continued light and only a routine 
consumptive demand was expressed. 
The range was 12c. to 15c. per pound. 

POTASH OXALATE. Titanium 
oxalate was to be had in good volume 
from a producer who has resumed 
operations, and offered at 35c. per 
pound, 

SALT CAKE.—Not much trading 
was noted on spot. There has been the 
usual withdrawal on contract. Quo- 
tations were $18 to $20 per ton for bulk 
goods at works, and $25 for spot. 

SALTPETER.—Refiners held prices 
steady. The market was a thoroughly 
routine affair and with basic materials 
remaining steady, little further change 
was expected for the next month or 
so. The range per pound:—Crystals, 
7%c. to 94c.; granulated, 6%4c. to 6%c., 
and powdered, 8c. to 8c. 

SODA ACETATE.—Spot stocks were 
exhausted. There was nothing to be 
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had from makers for prompt shipment, 
and the best that could be done on for- 
ward deliveries was 6%4c. per pound, 
works. Some were unable to quote 
for delivery before October. 

SODA ASH.—There have been no 
changes in quotations of dealers, who 
continued to quote light ash in bags 
at $1.75 to $2.10 per 100 pounds, and 
$1.95 to $2.30 in barrels, ex store. De- 
mand has been along quiet routine 
lines as far as spot trading was con- 
cerned, Producers reported an active 
withdrawal on contract, and the de- 
mand much better than at this time 
last year. There has not been the 
lull that is usually seen during the 
summer. As a matter of fact, deliv- 
eries have shown a steady increase 
since the first of May. Contracts were 
quoted at $1.10 per 100 pounds for light 
ash in bulk, basis 48 per cent., in car- 
lots at works; $1.20 in bags, and $1.40 
in barrels. Spot and prompt orders 
were 5c. to 10c. per 100 pounds higher. 
Dense ash remained $1.17% in bulk, 
$1.25 in bags and $1.45 in barrels. 

SODA BISULPHITE.—The solution 
was in fair demand and producers 
quoted the market steady at $1.35 to 
$1.50 per 100 pounds. Supplies were 
available in fair volume. The pow- 
dered was more or less nominal at 
$4.25 to $4.50, with supplies light and 
hardly any demand. 

SODA CAUSTIC.—The export price 
of solid 76 per cent. continued to sag 
last week with the diminution of the 
foreign interest. It was possible to 
secure goods at the close at $3.50 per 
100 pounds f. a. s., and even as low as 
$3.45 was reported. While such a fig- 
ure might perhaps have been possible 
on a large order, the quotation was by 
no means general. Large dealers quot- 
ed standard brands at $3.75 ex store 
for domestic consumption. There has 
been a fair consumptive interest in 
small lots. Producers quoted contracts 
at $2.50 per 100 pounds, basis 60 per 
cent., at works, in carlots. Contract 
withdrawels have been heavy. The 
market has been under no summer 
dullness, and factors stated that busi- 
ness at the present time was better 
than six months back. Other grades 
were quoted unchanged, ground and 
flake at $3.65 to $3.90, flat. Sixty per 
cent. test was $2.65. 

SODA CHLORATE.—Off-color for- 
eign material has been offered in the 
local market at less than 6c. per pound, 
but consumers were afraid of it on 
account of the inferior quality. On 
prime goods quotations were from 6c. 
to 6%4c.; domestic was 6%c., at works. 

SODA CYANIDE.—Imported was 
from 19l4c. to 24c. per pound, accord- 
ing to test. Demand has been quiet. 
Domestic producers had good stocks

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though there was still too much stock 
around to allow of a consistently sta- 
ble tone. 

The balance of the list held its own. 
There have been remarkably few price 
revisions during late weeks, and de- 
spite the dullness, factors have main- 
tained prices. Consumers have recog- 
nized that it is impcssible to last long 
if sales are made continually under the 
cost of production, and have paid the 
prices asked. The competition be- 
tween sellers has been the real dis- 
turbing influence, as desire to liquidate 
has frequently overbalanced every 
other consideration. 

The Reporters Index Number. 

The following index numbers have 
been compiled trom twelve representa- 
tive acids, and give an indication of 
the present market situation as com- 
pared with normal times. The normal 
is predicated on prices of August l,

ACETIC.—The new _ schedule of 
prices, based on acetate of lime at 
$2.35 per 100 pounds, has been an- 
nounced by leading producers of acid. 
The advance was approximately 30c. 
on the 28 per cent., with other grades 
in the usual proportion. Demand for 
acid has been along better lines than 
for some time, the recovery in con- 
sumpticn being marked by reopening 
of some plants that had been shut 
down for a period. Whether the pres- 
ent activity will crystallize into some- 
thing worth-while or pass away after 
a brief existence factors did not pro- 
fess to know. Too many _ incorrect 
forecasts of the market have been 
made to make that a popular pastime 
any longer. The range was as follows, 
per 100 pounds:—28 per cent., $2.67 to 
$3.42; 30 per cent., $3.52 to $4.27; 56 
per cent., $5.35 to $6.10, and glacial, 99 
per cent., $9.36 to $10.15; carboys were 
le. higher. Anhydride has been in 
light routine call only and quotations 
were slightly lower at 36c. to 37c. per 
pound, 

BATTERY.—Demand has not been 
heavy. There never is an extensive 
call for this acid such as noted in 
sulphuric, although the annual con- 
sumption aggregates a _ considerable 
quantity. Quotations were from $1.25 
to $1.50 per 100 pounds, in carboys. 

BORIC.—There was no change in 
quotations. Leading producers have 
maintained prices on a steady basis, 
and quoted both powdered and crystals 
at lle. to 11%ec. per pound in sacks, 
11144c. to 12c. in barrels, and 12c. to 
1214oc. in kegs. Demand has been along 
steady lines. 

BUTYRIC.—Technical 60 per cent. 
Was the only variety for which there 
was any demand and the only variety 
that could be had on spot in any vol- 
ume. Quotations were unchanged 
from previous levels of 85c. to 90c. per 
pound. Other grades had become so 
scarce as to be negligible in the 
trading. Of course, there has been no 
demand to speak of for any of them, 
an occasional small inquiry being all 
that evinced interest in the material, 
so that the shortage of stocks caused 
no discomfort to consumers. The ab- 
solute grade sold at $1.30 to $1.45. 

CAMPHORIC.—Demand was _ small. 
There is always a routine call for 
camphoric, and factors expressed the 
opinion that sales had kept up to the 
average for this time of year. The 
range was $5.10 to $5.15 per pound, 
depending on whether it was packed 
in boxes or cans. 

CHROMIC.—The market has re- 
mained unchanged despite the quiet 
state of trading. There has been per- 
haps a little more inquiry if leading 
factors are to be credited during the 
past two weeks, but sales have re- 
mained almost entirely routine. Some 
export inquiries have come to hand 
along with the domestic call,.and an 
occasional sale for that account has 
been made. However, no one looks 
much to foreign sources for a suste- 
nance of demand. The price was 39c. 
to 40c. per pound in drums. 

CITRIC.—There was not much action 
in this section last week. Demand has 
been along quiet lines and there is no 
big business around. Consumers have 
been taking only such quantities as 
were necessary to eke out their sup- 
plies for immediate requirements. 
There was plenty of foreign material 
in bond, but stocks actually on spot 
were not so heavy. Quotations were 
from 44c. to 45c. per pound for im- 
ported, with shipments now 4lc. c.i.f. 
in bond. Domestic producers quoted 
at 45c. to 46c. 

FORMIC.—Leading makers quoted 
the market at 19c. to 20c. per pound 
for 85 per cent., in barrels. On ex- 
ceptional business 18c. could be done, 
but the size of orders lately has not 
been sufficient to warrant that price 
often. There was nothing to be had 
from second hands, and the market 
was virtually controlled by one maker, 
who was supplying the whole trade 
with goods, 

GALLIC.—Demand has been steady 
enough and there has been no change 
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in prices for several months. Leading 
producers carried large stocks on hand, 
and were in a position to take care of 
large orders easily. There seemed little 
likelihood of any revisions downward 
in this market, according to those close 
in touch, as the cost of raw materials 
has advanced lately, and production 
costs would average more than three 
months back. Technical was 45c. to 
50c. per pound, in barrels, and U.S.P., 
70c. to Tic. 

HYDROCHLORIC.—The C.P. grade 
has been in usual routine request and 
the price was established at 4c, to 5e. 
per pound. 

HYDROFLUORIC. — Demand has 
been a little better of late, although 
this is never an active season for this 
acid. Quotations have undergone little 
revision since the first of the year. 
Producers have kept the output down 
on account of the fact that demand 
slumps in the summer, and conse- 
quently prices held better than might 
otherwise have been the case had there 
been any surplus accumulate. Quota- 
tions were as follows, per pound:—30 
per cent, 6c. to 7c.; 48 per cent., 10c. 
to llc.; 52 per cent., llc. to 12¢., and 
60 per cent., 14c. to 15c. 

LACTIC.—Demand has not been 
active. The market was supplied with 
both domestic and imported acid, The 
latter was quite plentiful on spot, but 
prices have not been particularly low, 
so that most of the business reverted 
to domestic producers. Quotations dis- 
closed no changes from the previous 
close. Domestic producers have not 
altered their price schedule since the 
first of the year. Present industrial 
conditions were regarded as a strength- 
ening influence. The range, per 
pound:—22 per cent., dark, 4'%4c. to 
5c.; 22 per cent., light, 5c. to 5%4c.; 44 
per cent., light refined, 9l4c. to 12c. 
U.S.P. grades were quite firm and in 
good request, with sellers asking 50c. 
to 55c. for eighth revision, and 60c. to 
65c. for ninth. 

MIXED.—Demand has been erratic. 
The market was barely steady. Prices 
were subject to modification, depend- 
ing on the order and the sort of mix- 
ture required. Quotations were merely 
approximate, with nitric units 7\%c. to 
8c., and sulphuric units lc. to 1\c. 

MURIATIC.—The market appeared 
on a slightly steadier basis, but there 
was sO much material around and so 
many sellers anxious to get rid of 
stocks that it was hopeless to expect 
any stability until some of this excess 
stock has been got out of the way. 
How long that will take could not be 
foretold. Quotations per 100 pounds 
ranged from $1 to $1.15 for 18-degree; 
$1.10 to $1.25 for 20-degree, and $1.25 
to $1.40 for 22-degree. 

OXALIC.—The market was on an 
exceedingly firm basis with quotations 
steady at 14l4c. to 15c. per pound, at 
works, according to seller. There was 
no report that better than 14\4c. could 
be done. Spot goods were quoted to 
15%4c., although some shading from 
that level has been admitted. 

NITRIC.—A_ steady enough tone 
characterized this section, probably 
because the present selling levels were 
so near the cost of production that no 
deviation downward could be counte- 
nanced if anyone wanted to muke even 
a meager profit. Supplies were in 
good volume, but the market has re- 
mained in control of producers, which 
has also helped to keep the tene 
steady. Quotations were, per 100 
pounds:—36-degree, $4.75 to $5.% 
degree, $5 to $5.50; 40-dexre $i 
$5.75, and 42-degree, $5.5) to $6. 

PHOSPHORIC. — Tecnnical »5v per 
cent. was being sold at what2ver pro- 
ducers could get for it. Quotations 
were down to 7c. to 846c. per pound, 
and sales were few and far between. 
Demand for the season has dwindled 
out, and it did not look as though 
there would be a very heavy cail fer 
the balance of the summer. Other 
grades displayed a little more activ- 
ity, but it was mostly routine in char- 
acter. U.S.P. 50 per cent. was 14c. to 
l6c., and 85 per cent., 17¢c. to 24c. Im- 
ported 85 per cent. has been in evi- 
dence at 1l6c. 

SULPHURIC.—There was nothing 
new. The market has not shown much 
recovery, although undoubtedly mak- 
ing a slow gain towards normality 
from week to week. Quotations were 
$9 to $11 per ton for 60-defree, and $14 
to $16 for 66-degree, in tank cars. 

TANNIC.—Demand for both grades 
has been routine. Technical was the 
duller variety at 35c. to 45c. per 
pound. U.S.P. was 7T5c. to 80c. 

TARTARIC.—There has not been 
much life in tartaric during the past 
week. Small scattered buying has 
been about the best that trading af- 
forded. Quotations have undergone 
fractional modification during the 
week, and it was possible to do as low 
as 28c. to 28%c. per pound on imported 
crystals. Powdered was from 29c. to 
29%6c. Domestic producers quoted un- 
changed at 30c. for both varieties. 

TUNGSTIC.—C.P. was lower at 80c. 
per pound, Demand has been very 
good from the naturally ltimited con- 
suming trades. Factors stated the 
market is in excellent shape to with- 
stand the mid-summer lull.

Arsenic Tariff Raises 


Agricultural Argument 


WASHINGTON, July 26, 1922. 


Senator Smoot of Utah took occasion 
the other day to deny published reports 
and statements of Senator Smith of South 
Carolina to the effect that the proposed 
tariff duty on arsenic would mean a tax 
of $18,000,000 on American farmers and 
would benefit only the smelting interests 
and interfere with the fight against the 
cotton boll weevil in the South. 

Mr. Smoot said Senator Smith’s charge 
was not fair and he read from a Tariff 
Commission report as to uses, production, 
importation and consumption of arsenic. 
In the biggest year, Mr. Smoot said, only 
20,000,000 pounds of arsenic were pro- 
duced here and imported and its total 
value including duty was $1,339,826 At 
2 cents per pound the proposed tariff, on 
domestic as well as imported, would ag- 
gregate only $400,000 a year, he declared, 
and reminded the Senate that there was 
a vast difference between that amount 
and $18,000,000. Mr. Smoot pointed out 
also that arsenic is used in making plat 
glass, chemical compounds, med 
preparations, and so on, as well 
secticides. 

“Whether it is $18.000,000 or $400,000,” 
replied Senator Overman of North Caro- 
lina, “it is a tax of 2 cents in favor of 
the smelters, and the burden is on the 
farmer who buys the articles. That is 
truth about it.” He added that it gave 
the smelting interests a tariff on their 
by-product.

This is the dullest season of the year 
in the fertilizer material market, but 
there is enough interest shown right 
along to give promise of a good fall 
business. Tempcrary conditions at 
times reduce consumption of fertilizers, 
but the natural course of events is 
toward a larger consumption in this 
country every year; and, of course, 
this must continue indefinitely. Each 
year the farm produces less and less 
natural fertilizers and the use of 
chemical fertilizers increases for this 
reason as well as because cf the fact 
that each season more land which 
once yielded without soil food must be 
fertilized. 

This year the South did not use as 
much fertilizer on its cotton crop as it 
should to make a good crop, but there 
Was a gcod deal more put on cotton 
than it seemed there would be early 
in the season. The Department of Ag- 
riculture has figured out that fertilizer 
was used on about 33 per cent of the 
cotton acreage, or on about 11,500,000 
acres. There is a very large part of 
the cotton belt where no fertilizer is as 
yet required, so that this showing is 
not a pcor one. An average of 249 
pounds to the acre was used, according 
to the department's figures, and the 
average cost was $29.48 per ton. The 
returns show that $42,121,000 was spent 
this year in fertilizing the cotton crop. 
\inless conditions in the South shouid 
ve very bad, indeed, much more than 
this will be spent for cotton fertilizers 
neXt year. 

There is mcre interest in fertilizer 
waterials in the North at the present 
time than in the South, and Northern 
consumption has been more nearly nor- 
inal this year than in Southern fields. 

Nitrogen fertilizers continue to show 
u tendency to advance, and it is in this 
branch of the business that most in- 
terest is centered at the present time. 
Packing house ammoniates are getting 
searcer right along as far as their use 

s fertilizer materials is concerned, as 
under present conditions all that is 
available for feeding purposes goes to 
feeders at prices fertilizer mixers do 
not care to meet. The local market 
Was quite inactive last week. Fish 
scrap is scarce and hard to buy, as 
most producers are under contract for 
all they can deliver for some time, and 
are in no position to discount the fru- 
ture further, being troubled over coal 
for their steamers as well as because 
the run of fish is not turning out good. 

The coal strike is interfering with 
production of sulphate of ammonia, as 
many eccke ovens have closed down. 
Until there is an early settlement of 
the coal strike, there is going to be 
much uncertainty regarding this mar- 
ket. Export demand for this material 
would undoubtedly be very lively dur- 
ing the rest of the year if this country 
had a large exportable surplus. How- 
ever, the leading distributors are neg- 
lecting the possibilities of the foreign 
markets and _ sticking to their an- 
nounced intention of not going after 
export business unless the demands of 
home consumers shall have been satis- 
fied. That this material is much higher 
than a year ago is partly explained by 
the fact that last vear a large carry- 
over was cleaned up, but it is largely 
because domestic production at the 
present time is not nearly up to nor- 
mal. There was nothing offering in 
double bags, f.a.s. New York, last week, 
and from present indicaticns foreign- 
ers are going to be able to obtain very 
little sulphate of ammonia in this 
country for some time to come. 

There is very little doing in potash 
at the present time. The market is 
somewhat glutted, and most consum- 
ers have contracted for encugh to 
make them indifferent at the present 
time. The situation was” greatly 
changed when the duty on potash was 
stricken from the tariff bill and a 
bonus on domestic production substi- 
tuted. As long as the measure is in 
that shape consumers are not going to 
worry about their future needs. As 
this market goes down the price of 
potash in Germany advances, but that 
is a situation entirely local to Ger- 
many and these fluctuations have not 
the slightest influence on the situation 
in this country. Importers have not 
vet announced their prices for the last 
quarter of the year. They may do so 
next month 

There was some improvement in 
spot demand for nitrate of soda last 
week, but most of the business done 
was in small lots. This market has 
been greatly strengthened by the sit- 
uation existing in the sulphate of 
ammonia market, but in snite of the 
strength of competing materials, con- 
sumers do not consider the price cheap 
and are not inclined to do anv stock- 
ing up at the present time. However, 
some forward business has been booked 
and there vromises to be a good deal 


more interest shown in the market in 
the near future than there has been 
for some time past.

COTTONSEED MEAL.— Very little 
was doing in meal in this market last 
week. Most consumers are willing to 
wait until new crop meal comes on the 
market; and, although little future 
business has been done, it is said that 
new crop futures are offered under 
spot prices. There is a growing feel- 
ing that the cotton crop is going to 
turn out better than has been expected, 
although all crop estimates before the 
first killing frost in the belt are of 
little value. The price was ncminally 
unchanged at $40 to $41, f.0.b. Soutn- 
eastern shipping points. 

BLOOD.—It was a dull market in 
this material during the nast week. 
Producers have small stocks on hand, 
and it is take-it-or-leave-it as far as 
they are concerned. They are not cut- 
ting prices to get business, and fer- 
tilizer men are not interested in blood 
at $4.50 per unit. Producers believe 
that feeders will be winning to pay $5 
in the fall, however, and they are quite 
willing to store for a while rather than 
to depress the market. The price ob- 
tainable makes it profitable to keep the 
grade of the material high enough to 
suit feeders, and it is becoming less 
and less of a fertilizer material. 

FISH SCRAP.— There was _ little 
scrap offering last week, and produc- 
ers were inclined to ask a little more 
for it, if only because of the fact that 
they were not anxicus for business. 
Earlier in the season, when it looked 
as if the catch was going to turn out 
better than it has up to this time, there 
was a liberal booking of orders, many 
of which have not yet been filled. This 
fact, added to the poor fishing and a 
searcity of coal for the steamers, 
makes the producers inclined to be 
very conservative just now. Stocks 
are not accumulating at the fish fac- 
tories, and they can afford to be firm 
in their price idea. The prices quoted 
brokers in this market last week were 
$4.15 and 10c. per unit for dried scrap, 
$4.75 and 10c. for ground and $3.25 and 
50c. for wet acidulated. 

NITRATE OF LIME.—There was 
little change in this market during the 
week. There are some stocks in this 
country out of which spot delivery 
can be made, and the price remained 
nominally. unchanged at $40 to $50 per 
ton, according to quantity. 

NITRATE OF SODA.—Some im- 
provement in spot demand was noted 
last week. This was an indication of 
how small stocks in consumers hands 
are, for this is not a busy season and 
no one is buying for spot delivery un- 
less the material is wanted at once. 
The firmness of the sulphate of am- 
monia market is helping nitrate a great 
deal. The smaller the domestic pro- 
duction of sulphate, the more nitrate 
must be used. The large consumers, 
however, have booked ahead more in 
the sulphate market than they have in 
the nitrate market, for there is no 
danger of any shortage of nitrate cf 
soda. The situation may make it pos- 
sible for producers to hold the price 
up; but, no matter what is asked for 
the material, everyone knows that 
there is qa stock on hand in the produc- 
ing country pressing for sale that has 
been so burdensome that it has almost 
bankrupted the producing industry. 
There is a gradual improvement in the 
future market, although it is by no 
means active. Importers are helpfut 
of a good fall demand. The spot price 
remained unchanged at $2.50 to $2.55 
per 100 pounds; futures were quote 
at $2.30 to $2.50 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—There 
was no improvement in the situation 


in this market last week. On the other 


hand, it was even more difficult to pick 
up a little double bag goods than ever 
before. The leading handlers are 
sticking strictly to their promise not 
to sell for export until the domesti:e 
consumers are taken care of, and no 
spot or future shipments were avail- 
able for export last week. The coal

Basic Slag in Fertilizers 

Figures in the 1919 census of manu- 
factures show that 11.394 tons of basic 
slag, valued at $118,768, was used as a 
fertilizer material in 1919, a considerable 
decrease from the figures for 1914, when 
16.190 tons, valued at $144,213, was so 
used. 

By way of comparison it may be of in- 
to note that, according to the 1919 
many of the other domestic fer- 
materials also showed decreases 
compared with 1914, excepting fish, dried 
blood. phosphate rock,bone and sulphur. 

It is stated at the department that the 
newly created chemical division of the 
Bureau of Foreign and Domes stic Com- 
merce may devote considerable attention 
to the fertilizer situation, in which event 
more recent information on the above sub- 
ject may be available later.

Demand for aniline 
oil has been about the only exception. 
Beta naphthol has lapsed again, and 
was very weak. It did not figure in 
the trade to any appreciable extent. 
There has been a revival of interest in 
para phenylene diamine, which is ex- 
tensively used in the preparation of 
fur dyes. The fur trade has begun to 
stock up for coming operations, and 
this increase in demand only sea- 
sonable. The price was slightly lower, 
which was to be expected in view of 
the competition. As soon as any de- 
mand of consequence sets in for an in- 
termediate, prices inevitably = suffer 
from the abnormal competition 
brought about by existing conditions.

BENZOL.—Demand has kept up and 
what with railroad and coal troubles 
to contend with, producers have not 
been able to keep up their output as 
they had hoped. While there is as yet 
no acute shortage, orders could not be 
filled easily and were again sliding 
way behind. Quotations remained at 
former levels, but there was every 
prospect of higher prices in the near 
future. At the time of this writing 
quotations for forward shipments, 
which were the only thing to be had, 
were 30c. to 35c. per gallon for pure, 
and 27c. to 32c. for 90 per cent. 
CREOSOTE OIL.—This is the inac- 
tive season for these oils, and the 
market has done little but mark time 
during the past couple of weeks. Quo- 
tations have undergone little modifica- 
tion since established last spring. 
Twenty-five per cent. was quoted from 
23c. to 26c. per gallon, in drums, and 
15 per cent. from 20%c. to 23c. 
CRESOL.—Quotations were 12c. to 
l6c. per pound for the U. S. P. grade. 
Demand has been quiet and the market 
was heavily stoeked, which argued 
strongly against any advances in price. 
Some dealers opined that quotations 
could be considerably bettered on firm 
for large quantities, but orders 
were small and routine only. 
CRESYLIC ACID.—The market was 
strong, but prices were unchanged in 
first hands, with manufacturers quot- 
ing 97 to 99 per cent at 56c. to 58c. 
per gallon, and 95 per cent. dark at 5lc.

None of the factors in 
the market for natural dyestuffs could 
much improvement in sight last 
week. As for the tanning industry, 
that is always slow during the sum- 
mer months, and it did not seem likely 
there would be any reversal of normal 
conditions, even in a pericd of consid- 
erable exaggeration, such as now. The 
buying of hides has slumped, according 
to authorities, and it is only a frac- 
tion of what it was at this time last 
year. There is much unrest in the 
air, and no one really knows which 
Way the trade index is going to shift. 

While it was stated that replacement 
prices on some items would undoubt- 
edly be higher by fail, consumers did 
not concern themselves greatly with the 
outlook, and refused to anticipate. 
They figured it was just as likely that 
prices would be low¢r, and some of the 
larger dealers were inclined to agree 
with them. No one really seemed to 
know what was going to happen; a 
good many did not Care to discuss the 
market. Industrial conditions were 
admittedly bad, and the slow progress 
in congressional matters has acted as 
a wet blanket to any enthusiasm that 
might be mustered up. Once that 
problem is solved, it is believed that 
conditions will rapidly right them-

Whereas in 
pre-war days there was some regular 
consumption to take care of stocks 
and keep surpluses down, today there 
is no such outlet. Fortunately, the 
state of trade has not been conducive 
to much production, and of 
practically every tanning material and 
dvestuff are small as is consistent 
with good management. 

Yellow prussiates have oft. 
Soda was, perhaps, the weaker of the 
two, and*+spot prices were down to 
shipment levels. Reports of very low 
prices, however, were unconfirmed. 
Theré@ was undoubtedly a short inter- 
est in the market, and these rumors 
were reported started by that element. 
Potash prussiate was also lower at the 
close. Bichromates have advanced 
fractionally, due to the coal situation.

POTASH BICHROMATE.—The mar- 
ket was higher. The advance in prices 
was brought about by the higher 
prices for various materials entering 
into production, as well as by the in- 
creased demand. Quotations of lead- 
ing producers were now 10\c, to 
10%c. per pound, with demand for 
large quantities increasing. There has 
been some export inquiry, but the big 
demand was for domestic account. 
Factors reported the market ex- 
tremely strong in tone, and possibili- 
ties of further advances should present 
industrial conditions last were stated 
imminent. 

POTASH PRUSSIATE.— Yellow 
prussiate was not in much demand on 
spot. Spot stocks were small and 
were rather narrowly held, with lead- 
ing holders quoting at 32l%c. to 33c. 
per pound. Small lots were quoted as 
high as 34c. in one instance, but that 
price was regarded as too high. Ship- 
ments were difficult to secure, and 
prices varied from 3lc. to 32e¢. c.if. 
The red variety has been obtainable 
on spot lately, but the demand has not 
been heavy. Prices were extremely 
high, and that has rather dampened 
buyers’ enthusiasm. The best that 
could be done was 90c. to 95c. Ship- 
ments were not to be had at less than 
90c. c.i.f. 

SODA BICHROMATE.—This was 
a strong item, and prices were quoted 
higher by the leading producers. The 
advance in prices was due to the in- 
creased cost of materials entering 
into production, brought about by the 
increasing industrial difficulties. Fac- 
tors thought the present was only the 
beginning, and that if the labor and 
mine troubles lasted, further ad- 
vances would be in order, Quotations 
stood 7%c. to 7%c. per pound at the 
close. Demand was better than dur- 
ing the previous period, as consumers 
have endeavored to cover require- 
ments in order to avoid any difficul- 
ties in securing goods that might arise 
later. Export inquiry has been fair, 
but the volume of business moving 
in that direction has remained small. 
Dealers were not active, and only 
small quantities were to be had from 
that source.

Price Maintenance Complaints 


Dismissed by Trade Commission 


WASHINGTON, July 24, 1922. 

The Federal Trade Commission had 
dismissed without prejudice of new pro- 
ceedings complaints issued from time to 
time during the last few years against 
about fifty concerns in many industries, 
charging unfair competition. involving 
resale price maintenance. That issued 
against the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association is not among the com- 
plaints dismissed, but a number of them 
do involve establishments in the drug, 
chemical, soap and other industries in 
the Reporter field. - 

The dismissals include complaints 

against the following :—General Chemical 
Co., New York; DeMiracle Chemical Co., 
New York; Marinello Co. of Wisconsin ; 
Marinello Co. of Illinois, Marinello School 
of Chicago and School of Cosmetics, Chi- 
cago; Procter & Gamble, Cincinnati; 
3uffalo Specialty Co., Buffalo; Pennsyl- 
vania Salt Mfg. Co., Philadelphia; The 
Upjohn Co., Kalamazoo, Mich. ; Colgate 
& Co., Jersey City; The Vick Chemical 
Co., Greensboro, N. C. : 
The cases which are now dismissed, to- 
gether with a number of others still 
pending, were held up awaiting decision 
in the Beechnut Packing Co. case, which 
was selected and advanced by the com- 
mission as a test case. The Beechnut 
case was finally decided by the United 
State Supreme Court some weeks ago, the 
court holding that resale price mainte- 
nance as accomplished by the Beechnut 
company was unfair competition. 

The commission apparently did not feel 
so secure in its charges set forth in the 
complaints just dismissed, for while the 
Supreme Court sustained it in the Beech- 
nut understood that resale 
price maintenance in itself is legitimate, 
the distinction being the methods by 
which resale prices are maintained.

Potash Bounty Expected 
To Have Plain Sailing 


WASHINGTON, July 26, 1922. 
opposition to protection of the 
potash industry seems to have 
since the bounty plan was 
brought forward in lieu of tariff duties, 
in the opinion of the United States Pot- 
ash Producers’ Association. Frederick W. 
Grown, secretary of the association, pre- 
dicts that the Senate and House will agree 
on the potash bounty. He expects the 
tariff bill to pass the Senate between 
August 15 and September 1. 

Mr. Brown says that the potash bounty 
plan is agreeable to the farmers’ or- 
ganizations and to the fertilizer industry, 
and that the bounty will amount to less 
than 3 cents per person per year. How- 
ever, he declares that it will result in 
establishing an American industry ca- 
pable of offering real competition to the 
German potash trust. “The Germans 
know this,” Mr. Brown adds, “and may 
be expected to oppose the suggestion of 
a bounty.” 


Potash from Volcanic Rocks 


considerable proportion is 
contained in the rocks and lava thrown 
out continually by the various Italian 
volcanoes, particularly Vesuvius and Etna. 
A process has been devised (Chim. et Ind.) 
to recover the potash by taking advantage 
of the large excess of chlorine which is 
produced in Italy each year at the elec- 
trolytic caustic soda plants.
